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YOUR MAILING LABEL 

This is where we explain the mailing code, on the far right of the first 
line of the address label. 

A number indicates the last issue that you'll be getting. So if the number 
is "43", you need to Do Something if you want to keep getting FF. If the 
number is "43" and you don't even know why you got this, you probably 
have a Secret Admirer or something. Wanna subscribe? 

There are a couple of things that can flank this number. If it's flanked 
with asterisks (*43*), you've paid for, and should be getting, first class 
postage. If it's flanked with carets ( A 43 A ), then this is a tradecopy for which 
you paid first-class postage, after which you will revert to bulk-mail trade 
copies. If it's flanked with plus signs (+43+) you're getting a library sub¬ 
scription, including first-class postage, mailing envelopes, and the index. 

"!" indicates that you've got nothing to worry about, because you're on 
the staph, you won a contest, or you just got lucky. 

"A" means that you're getting this because of your artwork; either you 
sent us some or we want you to send us some, or both. 

"B" means we're trading for a book you sent. 

"D" means that you're a distributor and so you get one copy for yourself 
as a freebie. We're always looking for new distributors, people who can sell 
at least ten copies and want to split the proceeds. Distributors get a 40-50% 
wholesale d iscount on all copies, and may sell on consignment. The nu mber 
after the colon is how many copies I think I'm sending you. For more 
information on terms, send an SASE. Unfortunately, we are unable to stock 
distributors outside of North America. 

"L" means you're a lifetime subscriber, and will receive every issue of 
the magazine as long as either it or you is alive. Lifetime subscribers get 
their copies sent out bulk mail, without extra goodies. If you want extra 
goodies, you should be a supporting subscriber (see below) instead. Life¬ 
time subscribers may upgrade to supporting status at any time by paying 
the current difference in rates. 

"M" means you sent us music to review. We will continue to send you 
copies as long as we stay on your mailing list. If you produce music 
infrequently, we expect at least a note every two issues to keep you on the 
mailing list. 

"P" means you're a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always free to 
prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep getting it, otherwise we'll 
assume the copies aren't getting through to you. Wardens, you gotta pay 
like anyone else. Prisoners in mental institutions are extended the same 
privileges as those in allegedly-saner criminal institutions. Prisoners must 
write at least every other issue to stay on the mailing list! "R" means that this is 
a review/checking copy. It is for you to have to check the review we've 
done of your zine, or to be able to do a review of FACTSHEET FIVE. We 
would like to see further copies of yours for future review—though of 
course you're not obligated to publish a review. We will continue to send 


you R copies as long as we stay on your mailing list, whether you write 
reviews or not. If you publish infrequently, we expect at least a note every 
six months to keep you on the mailing list. 

"R?" means that we'd like you to consider sending copies of your zine 
in return for review/checking copies of mine. 

"S" means that you are a Supporting Subscriber, and therefore exempt 
from nonsense. Supporting subscribers get their issues sent First Class, with 
the index included. They also get free copies of FACTSHEET FIVE publi¬ 
cations as they're issued—most recently, with #42, a copy of the Music for 
the Perplexed tape. 

"V" means you sent us a videotape to review. We continue to send 
copies as long as you continue to send videos. If you produce new work 
only infrequently, we expect at least a note every two issues to indicate 
interest and keep you on the list. 

Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/43") indicate the issue 
you'll have to renegotiate to keep getting FF. You must get in touch with us 
at least once every two issues, regardless of the mailing code, to continue getting 
FF! This applies to prisoners, artists, traders, everyone! 

Send us your zine, drop me a line, do SOMETHING so we know you're 
still out there. Actually, this doesn't apply to subscribers, only to people 
getting the zine for free. Clear? 

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If there are any 
mistakes, you have to let us know. They won't fix themselves. And you 
won't get any further warning if your subscription has run out. 

And remember, FF is sent hulk mail. Not only does this make it slow 
(though, I hope, not too slow), but it means undeliverable copies go to that 
Big Post Office In The Sky. So PLEASE get your CO As to me promptly to 
avoid missing issues. We are not responsible for copies lost due to unan¬ 
nounced moves. Please allow at least four weeks for delivery. 

Here's the basic subscription rates: —

Supporting subscription (anywhere in North America): $200. 

Supporting subscription (outside of North America): $500. 

Diskette subscription: $7 per issue up to 7 issues, $50/8 issues. This 
price includes the contents of the Ventura Publisher .TXT files on 360K 
or 1.20 Meg 5 1/4" diskettes, or 720K 3 1/2" diskettes (if you do not 
specify, we will assume you want 360K diskettes). We will also include 
a copy of a shareware program (registration $15) for searching these files 
and displaying the reviews without all the typesetting codes embedded. 

We accept for payment cash (U.S. or otherwise), check or money order 
drawn in U.S. funds (please make payable to FACTSHEET FIVE), or inter¬ 
national reply coupons. Please note that we cannot accept checks or money 
orders drawn in foreign currency. I am, however, happy to accept cash

FF now takes MasterCard and Visa! (Awesome, isn't it?) For orders over 
$10 only, you can charge it, by mail, phone, or computer. By mail, be sure 
to send your card type (MasterCard or Visa), number, expiration date, 
name as it appears on the card, bank name, and a daytime phone number, 
as well as your signature. If we do not get all of this information, we cannot 
process your order! By phone, call (518)-479-3707 and leave the same 
informaton (minus the signature, of course). By computer, call the FF BBS 
at (518)-479-3879 and take the (O)rder option from the main menu. Or send 
the requested information in an Internet message to ffmike@well.sf.ca.us. 

Unless you specify otherwise, all subscriptions start with the current 
issue. 

TIRED OF WAITING FOR BULK MAIL? You can upgrade a Bulk 
Mail subscription to First Class delivery at any time by sending $1.50 for 
each issue remaining on your Bulk Mail subscription. Publishers and others 
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who get their issues without paying may have them delivered first class for 
$1.50 per issue. This rate is only valid if you would have received that issue 
anyhow. 

If you want FF sent to a friend, just send their ad dress and $3.50, or $5.00 
if you're in a hurry. FF makes a great Christmas, birthday, or Bar Mitzvah 
present. We'll mark it as a gift from you unless you specify otherwise. 

In lieu of sending stamps, money, fanzines, artwork, books, or music, 
you can get FF by sending us something to review that we haven't seen 
before, or by bartering canned goods, negotiable securities, wind -up sushi, 
shark's teeth, Magic Rocks, limited edition wallpaper, or other interesting 
or amusing flotsam from our society.

Subtitled "Music 
For The Perplexed", it's meant as an introduction to new music for our 
readers, whether you're familiar with the field or not. On the tape you'll 
hear: Sirens Call, Eric Hausmann, Raymond Bally, Lab Rat, The Atomics, 
Bern Nix, Sam Black Church, Arms of Someone New, Arson Garden, The 
Easygoings, Changes to Blind, and Mental Anguish; a pretty good line-up, 
we think.

•We have available for other publishers a list of distributors and stores 
who would like to see new zines for possible sale. This includes all the folks 
who sell FF, whether directly or to stores, and with as many details as 
possible on what they want and what their terms are as I know. Send us an 
SASE (be sure to tell me what it's for!) and we'll send you a copy. 


•The collected WHY PUBLISH? book, including most of the words 
published on this subject in the first 30 issues of FF, as well as new material 
from Miekal And, Joel Biroco, Stewart Brand and Merritt Clifton, is now 
available for only $3.50 postpaid. Don't miss this; there were only 500 
printed and we probably won't do any more. 

•If you like Anni Ackner's columns you'll love her book. The collection 
is called NOBODY LOVES A VISUAL ARTS CRITIC, and it features all 
of her writings from FF, as well as four new columns (unavailable else¬ 
where), an introduction by Elayne Wechsler and graphics by Freddie Baer. 
134 pages long, you can get a copy book rate for $4, or first class for $5.50. 
75% of the profits are going to Anni, so we'd really like to sell a lot of these. 
Think what they'll be worth in twenty years when she's a wealthy main¬ 
stream author. 

•FACTSHEET FIVE T-Shirts, designed by Freddie Baer, are now 
available for a measley $10.00 postpaid. The new shirts are white ink on a 
black heavy-duty all-cotton shirt. Specify size or we'll send you whatever 
we feel like. Think of the possibilities for starting a conversation! (XXL 
available for $2 extra; inquire about even larger sizes). 

•There's another new set of FF ads available, camera-ready for anyone 
who wants to run them. In the future we may swap or pay for some of these 
to be published, but meanwhile if you want to give us a free plug write and 
we'll send you a copy. 

•We're maintaining a list of electronic mail addresses for people in¬ 
volved in fanzines. Since this is rather pointless if you don't have a com¬ 
puter, I'm not offering paper copies. You can download the latest version 
from the FF BBS (518-479-3879) which is also a good place to leave me mail 
if you'd like to be added to the list. The list is also available on the WELL, 
where I am ffmike, from the f5 conference menu. 

•The FF ZINE EXCHANGE is still running, although it remains, as 
always, a low priority compared to actually publishing the magazine. Zine 
Editors: If you're at all interested in having samples of your zine go to 
people who don't even know you exist, send as many as you Want to us to 
distribute. The rest of you: Send us an SASE with 29c to $2.90 postage and 
we'll stuff it with whatever we have laying about ($2.90 is enough to mail 
a couple of pounds in the country, so use a decent-sized envelope [10x13 is 
a good size]: two pounds is about 8 issues of FF, OK?). You should also take 
a look at a rate chart; while $2.90 will cover postage on two pounds, $2.80 
is only enough for eleven ounces. I'd recommend springing for the full two 
pounds. You might also take note of some similar offers: 

Lucinda Goodwin's (PO Box 127224, San Diego, CA 92112) offer to stuff 
large SASEs with "as many zines and other neat stuff that it can hold." 

Gene Guthrie's (6221 Acton Rd., Indianapolis, IN 46259) offer to send 
local freebies to anyone who sends him a package of exchange stuff in 
return, or just a batch of loose postage; 

Plaster Cramp Press's (PO Box 5975, Chicago, IL 60680) offer to fill up 
SASEs of any size with freebies, flyers, old zines and other stuff. 

The "Small Press Food Shelf" is run by the POETRY HARBOR folks in 
Duluth (1619 Jefferson St., Duluth, MN 55812); they give stuff away in 
person and now also by mail. They'd be delighted to have your excess 
literary output to distribute; 

Sparrow's (322 E. 11th St. #23, New York, NY 10003) offer to send 
"original handwritten manuscripts, full of unique stories, essays, poems, et 
al, by me, for the price of postage"; 

Dallas Swan's (PO Box 270, Horntown, VA 23395) offer to fill up large 
SASEs with as many zines as they will hold; 

Jim Testa's (151 First Ave., Box A., New York, NY 10003) Tape Xchange 
of band demo tapes and excess major label fodder, also available for a few 
dollars postage; 

R. Wherever's (11 Bayberry Ln., Cohasset, MA 02025) offer to fill up 
large SASEs with as many zines as they will hold. 

and Rosemary West's (PO Box 8059, Mission Hills, CA 91346) offer of 
personalized computer-generated poetry for 75c an ounce, up to five 
pounds—send your name and the names of a few friends to assure person¬ 
alization. 

Anyhow, remember, send a SELF-ADDRESSED STAMPED ENVE¬ 
LOPE to minimize the work we have to do. We mean it. The next person 
who sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of buying the stamps 
himself and pasting them on, is going to get something nasty in the mail. 
If he gets anything at all. OK, OK, we'll make an exception for those of you 
in foreign countries: just send me a check or cash and a self-addressed 
envelope and we'll do the rest. Those out of the country can supply up to 
$4.50 worth of postage, since the rates are higher. Those in the country 
should stop using such obviously glued stamps or I'm going to start 
pitching your envelopes in the trash. This has already happened to some people 
stupid enough to ignore what I've said! Use mint stamps only!! (Look, it's OK to 
glue down un-used stamps; what we're upset about is people putting the 
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glue over the top of them so they can be re-used. If this doesn't make sense 
to you, call and ask). And please be patient; Zine Exchange envelopes are 
filled on a first-come, first-served basis. The backlog of orders waiting to be 
filled has been reduced considerably in the last few months, but there's still 
something like a 2-month line ahead of you. 

A few clarifications about the Zine Exchange: No, we am not going to 
send you any back issues of FACTSHEET FIVE. No, you may not request 
a specific zine you saw reviewed here; that copy is in the archives, and that's 
where it's staying. You can request a specific type of zine, but often we 
cannot fill requests; it depends on what's been sent to us recently for 
distribution. 

•We put together an index to each issue, usually about a 24-page 
pamphlet. If you want to see a copy, send $1.50. To get it every issue, you 
should sign up for a library rate subscription. 

•HOW TO PUBLISH A FANZINE is, alas, out of print. If you don't 
have a copy, you'll have to wait for the next edition, scheduled for early 
1991. We will be making arrangements for a discount for those who already 
own the first edition. 

GETTING ZINES 

Just a few hints to consider when you're writing away for fanzines: 

•If we list a name in the address for a zine, you ought to make checks 
or money orders out to that name rather than the zine name. If a zine has 
odd payment requirements, we try to note this in the address section of the 
listing. In general, cash is preferable to money orders which are preferable 
to checks. But if you send cash, wrap it carefully, and don't send coins! 

•On a related topic, when we put a question mark after the price it 
means that we're guessing because the zine editors didn't list a price. 

•We list single copy rates whenever we can find them, otherwise we 
try to indicate how many issues your subscription covers. If we put some¬ 
thing like "$10/yr" it means we can't tell how many issues come out in a 
year. 

•If we separate issue numbers with a dash, they're single issues; a slash 
indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, "#7-11/12" indicates that we 
received #7, a double issue containing #11 and #1^ and everything in 
between. Prices given are for one issue, not for a set of all the issues 
reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 

•On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a few stamps 
for postage. "SASE" means self-addressed stamped envelope: #10 with 2 9c 
postage unless otherwise specified. 

•Don't send loose coins in an envelope. If you want to send coins, tape 
them to an index card and wrap a piece of paper around that. And 
remember that there's a postal surcharge on envelopes more than 1/4 inch 
thick. 

•Canadians and some Britishers generally don't mind receiving U.S. 
funds in cash. For Canada it is generally safe to send US$1 for each C$1 in 
price; the exchange rate is high enough to cover postage. For Great Britain, 
US$2 for each £1 asking price similarly allows for postage even after 
covering the exchange. For other countries you should think about alterna¬ 
tive payment. Foreign currency is available at larger banks, and IRCs 
(International Reply Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost 
anywhere in the world) at your post office. Foreign MOs are also available 
from the post office, but can take forever to get. Sending checks to other 
countries is not a good idea; bank exchange charges can be outrageous. 

•"Age Statement" means that you should send along a signed note 
saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to help the publisher avoid 
legal hassles associated with distributing sexually-explidt material. In fact, 
it's a good idea to include an age statement for any zine that might contain 
blunt writing or explicit pictures, whether we mention it in the review or 
not. 

•"The Usual" refers to the traditional method of obtaining SF fanzines 
without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes trading other 
zines, writing Iocs, contributing articles or art, or being recipient of a whim. 
These days $1 is often accepted as the equivalent to these more active 
approaches. 

•We'd appreciate it if you'd mention FACTSHEET FIVE when order¬ 
ing zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the long run, as the more 
credibility we build up the more fine zines we'll be able to bring to your 
attention. 

•If you have any problems with a zine please let us know. We'll be 
happy to contact publishers in cases of non-receipt. 99% of the time it's just 
a case of things being lost in the mail. If you are writing to complain, it is 
imperative to include all the details: what you ordered, when, what form 
of payment and how much you sent, as well as what you've done to follow 
up yourself. 

•If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing comments on the 
zine he has sent you. This is especially true if you didn't like it; we all like 


to improve. Even a simple note of thanks can make a publisher's day, 
though. 

•Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be able 
to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If you must have that particular issue, 
say so, and be prepared to pay extra. Otherwise it's best just to request the 
most recent or the next issue and save trouble for everyone. And be patient; 
if the current issue is all gone, it may take a while. 

•And since it may take a while, the envelope your order came in may 
get lost. Make sure your address is on the letter itself! Otherwise you may 
not get your copy despite the best intentions of the publisher. 

•Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for others, so 
we generally don't mention this in listings unless I know they don't swap. 
But use some discretion—a 150-page typeset music publication is unlikely 
to swap with a 4-page xeroxed newsletter on Central American farming. 
And remember, publishers are under no obligation to respond to unsolic¬ 
ited zines, so if you can't afford to give away the copy, don't send it. 

•When an advertiser or publication indicates a price of, for example, 
o2°° or o5°°, you should send that many Federal Reserve Notes ("dollar 
bills") in cash. Many people would say $2 or $5, but there are those who 
d raw a strong d istinction between authentic dollars and the evidence of the 
US debt issued by the Federal Reserve. 

•When ordering books, shirts, comics and other non-periodicals which 
originate within your own state, be sure to enclose money to cover sales 
tax.

Next comes a number, which is the number of pages. Last there may be 
a suffix: "t" for typeset or laser-printed, or "r" for photo-reduced or small 
type.

Also, at the front of reviews of zines being listed for the first time you 
will find the symbol □

If you know of a BBS that is strange enough to deserve inclusion, by all 
means tell us about it.

This is a subscription BBS, but you get 30 minutes for free, so you should 
have ample time to leave a message. Unless otherwise noted, all BBSes are 
accessible at N-8-1 and 2400 baud. All BBS reviews are by Angela Gunn. 

Waka Waka BBS (206-783-7979,Searchlight) A rambunctious board for 
chubbies and their admirers—gay, lesbian, bi and supportive het types. 
SIGs range from humor (Girth and Mirth) to a TV/TS area to a barter board 
to health issues. The .GIF files range from tame to EXCUSE ME?! and 
include photos of various subscribers. Waka Waka also exchanges with the 
East Coast-based Sheena's Place BBS for that coast-to-coast cosmopolitan 
flair. The chat is articulate and enjoyable (raunchy occasionally). Recom¬ 
mended for the sincerely interested—be advised that although the sysop 
does allow limited access to guests, there is a voice ID check to ensure that 
all members are over 21. 

Wicked Scherzo (213-306-4081, GAP) Excellent, if electic, BBS, oriented 
to writers, 12-Step program subscribers, and GAP sysops. 12-Steppers will 
be comfortable with the advice-and-support orientation of those SIGs, 
while writers gain access toa good variety of files, many of which aregeared 
to the mechanics of scriptwriting for movies and TV. The message section 
is active and thoughtful, by and large—local discussion tends to veer 

off-track occasionally, but the various RelayNet feeds (horror, sci-fi, comics, 

many word-processing programs) are well-moderated. Also carries 
RastaNet, said to be pretty good when active. Membership here is re¬ 
stricted; when logging in, apply by leaving a detailed comment for the 
sysop explaining who you are and why you want to subscribe. 

DIGRESSION: The problem at hand isn't limited to a particular BBS, 
but Haunted Mansion (609-530-0046, Spitfire) is the latest offender: BBSes 
that don't let curious first-timers look around. Limit my access to a couple 
of files, cut my time to 5 minutes, but do not behave the way this board did: 
ask me to fill out your questionnaire, tell me you'll get back to me, and log 
me out with no information about where I am or why I ought to go back. 
Who do you think you are, the government? Harrumph. 

Gollum's Comer (404-992-1309, Wildcat!) Weighing in with an allowed 
new-user time limit of 999 minutes per day, Gollum's Corner already has 
my number. And it's cool to boot. This is a multiuser wrestling BBS—field 
a wrestler, field teams, do battle and throw attitude. Lest that sound like 
just too much testosterone, there are several other good game doors (text 
and graphics, including a version of Tetris). There are also several games 
there for the downloading in the file area. The file area has an impressive 
collection of sound clips for computer consumption, just in case your 
computer needs to sound like HAL or Bart Simpson or maybe Mr. Ed. 

Fox Support System (913-776-0111, RemoteAccess) Perky BBS with big 
plans. There's space for a number of neato net echoes (Beyond War, 
Greenpeace, Alternative News, environmental) and an OK local message 
section. A lot of this BBS is still under construction, and so certain message 
bases are a little barren as of yet. Strong affinity for ham radio enthusiasts 
(both local and net SIGs). Impressive number of files available; the educa¬ 
tion section (children's and adults') is particularly strongand varied. Worth 
watching, especially for BBSers who aren't shy about posting. 

Dream World (718-849-3232, Citadel) Like a breath of fresh fish, this 
Dada BBS will brighten your lampshade with its subtle yet borderline 
charm. It would be counterproductive to describe all the SIGs and pointless 
to choose one of two of the lot; in good Dada fashion, there's a lot of slippage 
between categories. Actually, I prefer to browse through at random, take a 
few screen shots and hang the results on the wall for further meditation. By 
and large there's a fair amount of good stuff here and not as many 
tragic-poet types as I was afraid there'd be. Like mainlining dominant 
culture; now all they need is a daily feed of USA Today.... 

Astral Board (412-824-6566, Opus) Bills itself as "The Unusual Board for 
Unusual People," but that's probably forgiveable. Interests in astrology. 



New Age, unexplained phenomena, religion and the martial arts; carries a 
good selection of network SIGs (two of which originate at this board). The 
net astrology SIG has been discussing method, while the UFO SIG seems 
awfully concerned with JFK right now (was Oswald backed by the CIA 
backed by little green men? no one's asked—yet). Of local SIGs, only 
Martial Arts is active. The file area looks promising but, even after register¬ 
ing and waiting the usual 48 hours, I was not allowed to download.

CALENDAR MATE v4.0 (Shareware version CALMATE4.ZIP; regis¬ 
tration $25 from Hawk Software, PO Box 3961, Regina, SK, S4T 3R9, 
CANADA): Unlike most other calendar programs, this one is oriented 
towards printed versions instead of on-screen reminders. It has a full set of 
features for constructing calendars, including flexible dating ("Fourth 
Wednesday of every month", for example, or "Tue-Fri") and easy viewing 
of appointments already set up. But after that you can get daily, monthly 
and yearly calendars hot off the press, so to speak. Includes laser printer 
support. Friendly and easy to use. (IBM)[ASP] 

COMPUSER v250 (Shareware version CUSER250.EXE; subscription 
$30/ 3 issues per year from Unicorn Software Limited, PO Box 911, Wabash, 
IN 46992r0911): This is a specialized database aimed at those who are 
interested in shareware. It contains entries for distributors, BBSs, computer 
clubs, newsletters, authors and a few other categories and, in a daring 
move. Unicorn rates them on size and performance (precautions are taken 
to make sure people can't change their own rating on shareware copies). 
The program can search on everything from Zip code to type of entry and 
print mailing labels and postcards in addition to displaying the information 
on screen. The entries are updated every 120 days, and for $30 you'll get 
three issues a year, with instructions on how to merge them without losing 
your own entries. (IBM)[ASP] 

CROSSWORD CREATOR v.4.3 (Shareware version CWC.ZIP; regis¬ 
tration $20 from PC Help-Line, 35250 Silver Leaf Circle, Yucaipa, CA 92399): 
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At its simplest, you can think of Crossword Creator as a text editor to allow 
you to type across and down, with a separate window for editing a list of 
clues. But there's a lot more than that here, as the program also includes 
several intelligent features to aid you in placing words, including a "robot" 
mode that will take a list of words and turn them into a puzzle. The program 
has extensive mouse support, and works with a wide variety of printers, 
allowing even dopes like me to make their own crossword puzzles.

DAYMASTER v. 3.50 (Shareware version DAYM350A.EXE; registra¬ 
tion $20 from Unicorn Software Limited, PO Box 911, Wabash, IN 46692r 
0911): This is a program designed to be run in your autoexec.bat file once 
a day. It combines two functions: trivia program and appointment book. 
Shipped with a database of 2500 historical events, DayMaster also lets you 
put in your own reminder entries, so your dentist's appointment can share 
the same screen with Ty Cobb's birthday and the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence. The display is somewhat minimalistic, but functional.

DISKLIST v. 2.10 (Shareware version DISKLS21.ZIP; registration $25 
from Gulf Sierra, 14809 Clavel St., Rockville, MD 20853-1543): This is a slick 
little utility program to help you keep track of what's on floppy disks. Using 
either standard character printers or laser printers, it produces a list of what 
it on a diskette. You can get the final lists sized to 5 1/4" or 3 1/2" disks, 
get one to six columns of names, get borders or no borders, or get a list of 
the contents of archive files on the diskette. No muss, no fuss, nice simple 
interface and it beats the hell out of handwriting your own labels.

EM KLONDIKE, EM PYRAMID and EM POKER SOLITAIRE 
(Shareware versions KLONDK3.EXE, PYRSOL20.EXE and 
PYRMID10.EXE; registration $20 each from EMSoftware, PO Box 2052* Stn. 
A, Champaign, IL 61825-2052): A trio of excellent card games for use with 
an EGA monitor and a mouse. (You can use the keyboard but I wouldn't 
really recommend it). The graphics here are simply stunning, better than 
on many VGA games I have seen, and the attention to detail, with undo 
commands, on-line help, changeable card backs and so on is also great. Very 
fine implementations of solitaire games that are beautiful to watch as well 
as fun to play. (IBM)[ASP] 

INCONTEXT v. 1.00 (Shareware version INCXT100.ZIP; registration 
$64 from Rams' Island Software, 8 Grand PI., Newtown, CT 06470): Most 
DOS shells are not a great advance over the starkbeauty of the DOS prompt 
itself, since they don't add anything to the basic functionality of DOS. 
InContext is different, being a full-blown implementation of object-oriented 
operation atop a DOS context. You can select groups of files by extension, 
and perform extension-specific operations on some or all of them. It moves 
smoothly between directories, and provides calendar management and a 
task list, remembering interrupted tasks and staying ready to resume them. 



There's a full-bodied macro language for designing your own actions or 
customizing the work environment. Add in the hypertext-based help sys¬ 
tem and on-disk manual, and the result is a truly flexible and worthwhile 
environment to work within. A very impressive package. (IBM)[ASP] 

KEY TO THE MOUSE release A (Shareware version K2ROD.ZIP; 
registration $20 from Andrew M. Saucci, Jr., 641 Koelbel Ct., Baldwin, NY 
11510-3915): This program implements a simple but clever idea to add some 
mouse control to almost any program. It allows you to use environment 
variables to define strings for each of the mouse keys to stuff into the 
keyboard buffer, and to call a particular program while doing so. For 
example, you can set up your file browser to let the mouse keys move you 
up and down, or use the left for Escape and the right for Enter in your 
database. The program is easy to use, leaves memory gracefully when it's 
finished, and seems to work flawlessly. (IBM)[ASP] 

LITE FORMAT v.1.20 (Shareware version LTFORMAT.ZIP; registra¬ 
tion $14.95 from FalkData Systems, 5322Rockwood Ct., El Paso, TX 79932): 
This package contains two stand alone utilities from Falk's larger 
EZFORMAT package. FORMATF is an alternative to the DOS FORMAT 
program that is smaller, smarter, more flexible and faster, while 
DVFORMAT provides the same services in a Desqview-aware background 
task.On top of all those advantages, these programs are more reliable, not 
accepting marginal disk sectors that DOS will mark as good. And as an 
added bonus, the documentation will teach you quite a bit about disk 
formatting.

PICTURE PUZZLE v.1.2 (Shareware version PPUZZ12.ZIP; registra¬ 
tion $17 from Software Creations, 26 Harris St., Clinton, MA 01510): This is 
quite simply one of the best new games for the PC I have seen come down 
the pike in a long time. The basic idea is pretty simple: take a picture, 
scramble it on the screen, and let the user reassemble it by swapping pairs 
of pieces. Where this program shines is in the attention to detail. You can 
change the number of puzzle pieces (making the same game suitable for 
ages 5 to 95), the color of the grid, the sounds, and more.

SWIMBASE v.1.20 (Shareware version SWIMDB12.ZIP; registration 
$49 from Words to Go, 2710 Apple Way, Dunkirk, MD 20754-9705): A 
specialized, menu-driven database for those who need to run or keep track 
of the results of swim meets. It follows the USS (United States Swimming) 
rules for event names, age groups and scoring. It stores personal data on 
the swimmers too, so you can print rosters, address lists or mailing labels, 
as well as reports on the meets. Plus, it's flashy enough that you can 
probably convince one of the swimmers to do all the work if you're the 
coach.

WinEditv. 1.1A (Shareware version WINEDIT.ZIP; registration $59.95 
from Wilson WindowWare, 2701 California Ave. SW #212* Seattle, WA 
98116): This is a full-featured text editor designed for use with the Windows 
environment. It is intended mainly as a programmer's editor, supporting 
files up to 16MB long. It also allows you to proceed through the com- 
pile/link cycle from within the editor, calling your external programs and 
reporting the error messages back, even jumping to the correct line of code 
to fix them. It is reasonably fast and will hope between multiple open files 
with ease. About the only problem I had was that some of their icons were 
too cutesy to be immediately obvious, but there is also a full menu system 
to get to everything.

WinZip v. 1.00 A (SharewareversionWINZIP.ZIP; registration $29 from 
Nico Mak, PO Box 919, Bristol, CT 06011-0919): This is a shell program 
designed to help run the popular PKZIP/PKUNZIP suite of programs 
under Microsoft Windows 3.0. It features an interface that will look familiar 
to any Windows user, and the ability to add and subtract files from a .ZIP 
file by just selecting them. It is of course somewhat slower than working 
from the raw command line, so this program is not for power users, but the 
occasional user who just needs a few zips once in a while should certainly 
look into it.

What Is Shareware? 

You've probably heard the terms "public domain", "freeware", 
"shareware", and others like them. Your favorite board probably has many 
programs described by one or more of these words. There's a lot of 
confusion about and between these terms, but they actually have specific 
meanings and implications. Once you understand them you will have a 
much easier time navigating the maze of programs available to you, and 
understanding what your obligations are, or aren't, with each type of 
program. 

Let's start with some basic definitions. 

"Public domain" has a very specific legal meaning. It means that the 
creator of a work (in this case, a piece of software) who had legal ownership 
of that work, has given up ownership and dedicated the work "to the public 
domain". Once something is in the public domain, anyone can use it in any 


way they choose, and the author has no control over the use and cannot 
demand payment for it. 

If you find a program which the author has explicitly put into the public 
domain you are free to use it however you see fit, without paying for the 
right to use it. But use care — due to the confusion over the meaning of the 
words, programs are often described by others as being "public domain" 
when in fact they are shareware or free, copyrighted software. To be sure 
a program is public domain you should look for an explicit statement from 
the author to that effect. 

"Copyrighted" is the opposite of public domain. A copyrighted pro¬ 
gram is one where the author has asserted his or her legal right to control 
the program's use and distribution by placing the legally required copy¬ 
right notices in the program and documentation. The law gives copyright 
owners broad rights to restrict how their work is distributed, and provides 
for penalties for those who violate these restrictions. 

When you find a program which is copyrighted you must use it in 
accordance with the copyright owner's restrictions on distribution and 
payment. Usually these are clearly stated in the program documentation. 

Maintaining a copyright does not necessarily imply charging a fee, so 
it is perfectly possible and legal to have copyrighted programs which are 
distributed free of charge. Such programs are sometimes termed 
"freeware", though this term was in fact trademarked by the late Andrew 
Flugelman and the legality of its use by others could be questioned. In any 
case, the fact that a program is free does not mean that it is in the public 
domain — though this is a common confusion. 

"Shareware" is copyrighted software which is distributed by authors 
through bulletin boards, on-line services, disk vendors, and copies passed 
among friends. It is commercial software which you are allowed to try out 
before you pay for it. 

Shareware authors use a variety of licensing restrictions on their copy¬ 
righted works, but most authors who support their software require you 
to pay a "registration fee" — the purchase price of the software — if you 
continue to use the product after a trial period. Some authors indicate a 
specific trial period after which you must pay this fee; others leave the time 
period open and rely on you to judge when you have decided to use the 
program, and therefore should pay for it. Occasionally a shareware author 
requires registration but does not require payment - this is so-called "$0 
shareware". 

The shareware system and the continued availability of quality 
shareware products depend on your willingness to register and pay for the 
shareware you use. The registration fees you pay allow authors to support 
and continue to develop their products. 

As a software user you benefit from this system because you get to try 
the software and determine whether it meets your needs before you pay 
for it. Authors also benefit because we are able to get our products into 
your hands with little or no expense for advertising and promotion. As a 
result it is not unusual to find shareware products which rival retail 
software that costs several times the amount of the shareware registration 
fee. 

ASP members' shareware meets additional quality standards beyond 
ordinary shareware. Our members' programs must be fully functional (not 
crippled, demonstration, or out of date versions); program documentation 
must be complete and must clearly state the registration fee and the benefits 
received when registering; members must provide free mail or telephone 
support for a minimum of three months after registration; and members 
must meet other guidelines which help to insure that you as a user receive 
good value for your money and are dealt with professionally. We also 
provide an Ombudsman program to assist in resolving disputes between 
authors and users. For more information on the ASP or to contact the ASP

Richard Amidon,SELLING YORUSELFRAW ($4 from Slipstream, PO 
Box 2071, New Market Sta., niagara Falls, NY 14301): A curious combina¬ 
tion this is, a book of poetry from the world of sales. It makes a weird sort 
of sense, since the machinations and ballet of the salesman have a raw 
poetry in themselves. My favorite line here is "I want to make love to your

AQUARIAN INSPIRATIONS #2 ($2.75 MO from Juanita Vogel, PO 
Box 924, Eagle River, WI54521): Juanita is the outside contact for this zine, 
created by Norman Sandow from within Huntsville prison. He writes verse 
that seems designed to inspire and instruct, much of it focused on under¬ 
standing and surviv ing in the universe.

MANNA Spring 1991 ($3 from 2966 W. WestcoveDr., West Valley City, 
UT 84119-5940): Lots of work here, mostly firmly in the mainstream; 
certainly the language poets and their ilk would not be welcome in these 
restrained pages. Zillions of poets here, including Will Keeney, Bruce R. 
Key, Ralph Gillman and Sister Mary Ann Henn. (D-80t/MG) 

NEXT EXIT #18 ($6/2 issues from 92 Helen St., Kingston, ONT, K7L 
4P3, CANADA): No-frills presentation of a batch of poets in this, the 


"Visionary" issue. Cornelia C. Hornosty lives up to this tag with some 
medical imagery, while Miriam Sagan touches down in the erotic arena. 
Plenty more good st uff to choose from too. (D-36t/MG) 

OPEN 24 HRS #7 ($3 from Buck Downs, 707 S. 20th St., Arlington, VA 
22202): Mostly pretty surreal depressing violent verse in this collection, 
starting out with a floor covered with penises and ending with Stay 
Sollfrey's esoteric feminism. Definitely late night corner-lurking sorts of 

poetry here. (S-16/MG)_ 

OPEN SOUND Vol. 3 #1 ($4 from Red Sky Poetry Theatre, PO Box 2473, 
Seattle, WA 98111): A sort of poetry apa, or as they say, "the Open Mic 
principle into print". They take original contributions and run them as 
printed by the authors, mainly poetry but also some criticism and artwork. 
Trudy Mercer and Jill Reinheimer are among those with interesting work 

in this issue. (S-28/ MG) __ 

PILGRIMAGE #1 (50<r from Rori Caffrey, 39 Howard Ave., Lindsay, 
ONT, K9V 2W1, CANADA): All the poems in this first mini-issue are by 
Rori; I can't tell whether he intends to open it up to others. Of all his work 
here, there is one untitled poem beginning "There is a silence..." that really 
stands out amidst th e hubbub and makes one stop and think. (M-16/MG) 
Mary Rae Plantagenet, JUNKET ($2from Mole, PO Box 5033, Herndon, 
VA 22070): Mary is a poet who prefers to revel in 
obscurity. Some of these poems seem to be just 
letters strung together for a more or less aesthetic 
effect; others do the same thing on the level of 
words. Imagery is one thing, but a broken stained 
glass window of fragments is another entirely.

THE PLASTIC TOWER #6 ($2.50 from PO Box

Z. gets more serious than usual in "A Zillion Mis¬ 
understandings", a step back from his usual punk 
stance.

THE PLOWMAN Vol. 3 #2 (Sample on request 
from Box 414, Whiby, ONT, LIN 5S4, CANADA): 
If you like your poetry by the pound, this is the 
place to look. Tony Seavetta publishes tons here and 
in chapbooks, and occasionally manages to embroil 
himself in controversy—his poem to Saddam Hus¬ 
sein in this issue might do it again. (T-112t/MG) 
POETRY LITTER #1 (25c & SASE from Mole, 
PO Box 5033, Herndon, VA 22070): Perhaps that 
should be parse as two words, since the poems here 
are interspersed with doodles, clippings, and other 
garbage. It's a fast read, without a lot to ponder, 
though David Craig's "Manly Poetry" is pretty 
amusing.

While some are very modern, they mostly avoid experiments, 
instead concentrating on story and rhythm. Deanne Bayer, Marsha 
Muscato and David Lake are among those with the most interesting work 

in this issue. (D-102t /MG) _ 

RED IN THE WINDOW ($5 from Press Here, PO Box 24953, Stn. C, 
Vancouver, BC V5T 4G3, CANADA): A collection of works from three 
authors. Mary Cameron has some relaxed summer poetry and a nice 
glimpse of San Francisco. Barbara Parkin produces a monologue of mad¬ 
ness and rebellion. My favorite piece, though, is Cathy Stonehouse's "sharp 
edges will break sur faces", with spring breaking out all over.

The best are the two dedicated to the late Lori 
Jackson, exploring h er influence on others in the undergr ound. (D-12/MG) 
Trent Reinsmith & Raisere Kroche, INSEXICIDE ($1 from BNB Pub¬ 
lishing, 1337 Chew St., 1st FI., Allentown, PA 18102): A string of short bits 
which combine to form one long poem of obsessive love. It's a stormy 
relationship, with good sex here and bad craziness there, and ending on a 
not very upbeat note. Two writers trying to shred the veils between people. 
(D-16/MG) 

Maximiano Requenes, ASTIGMATISM ($5 from 12343 Hunterschase 
#824, Austin, TX 78729): A lovely self-published chapbook with a cool 
silkscreened cover. Max is a poet of the moment, living to capture particular 
jarring incidents and ideas. He's at his best writing about bar and cafe 
encounters, late nights where anything can happen and frequently does, in 
imagery with a neon -violent edge to it. (S-56t/MG) 

Duane Rimel, DREAMS OF YITH ($2.50 from Ralph E. Vaughan, 353 
Oxford St., Chula Vista, CA 91911): A new edition of this selection of short 
fantastic verse inspired by and somewhat guided by HP Lovecrat. IFs very 
much a homage to the "Fungi From Yuggoth" series, here with new 

illustrations. (S-13/ MG) _ 

ROWBOAT #2-3 (52* SASE from Greg Bachar, c/o MFA English Pro¬ 
gram, Bartlett Hall 452), University of Massachusetts, Amherst, MA 01003): 
A poetry zine with a leaning towards the prose poem, that wild collection 
of sentences which, although individually meaningful, combine to create 
images, rhythms, feelings but not sense. They publish a good deal of rather 
baroque work, exercising the language to its limits in hope of discovery.

Although the film brought out a lot of history I didn't know, 
it was also a carefully tuned propaganda piece. There is, for example, no 
attempt to dissect the political programmes of the various national libera¬ 
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tion movements, and while bodies of those killed by SADF are shown, those 
killed by, say, FRELIMO are not. (MG)

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How Much Work Could a Network Net if a Network Could Net Work? 
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"More Left To Do" 
by Mark Bloch 

In my last FF column (called "Scud In My Heart"—Issue 41), I asked 
alot of questions about my own feelings of powerlessness with regard to 
the Gulf War. In response, one guy sent a couple of religious pamphlets. 
Someone else told me I was going to get an ulcer if I keep analyzing 
everything so much. 

I did get one intelligent letter, however. It was from a member of the 
Iowa Chapter of the Agressive School of Cultural Workers. He reminded 
me of an Anti-Gulf War mail art show he helped put together in Iowa City. 
"You should know," he told me, "since you sent some work to it...You never 
mentioned it in your whiney article." He was right when he admonished, 
"This part of the network did do something." I thank and apologize to 
everyone that did. I have spent the past months marveling at the documen¬ 
tation of events all over the world that expressed anti-war sentiment. The 
hope continues, as did the letter: "The whole strength of this network is that 
it can be activated incredibly quickly. -150 contributions from 25 countries 
in a matter of weeks is something to be... proud of. Local coverage of the 
show was in the paper the next day (1 /16/91) and at least counteracted the 
blazing war headlines and showed that some people did notgo with all the 
war crap... So you might answer 'well, this didn't bring the troops home' 
but I can imagine that at least it did serve to speak for some of the people 
who couldn't get it together to protest with... whatever skill they have and 
just got swallowed up in the media swillage. You sounded just like my dad 
who got all depressed... whereas my mum actually had the wherewithall 
to create her first piece of political art for the show...Shame on you for your 
inactivity." Acknowledged. 

Conversely, he noted that my activity did include writing my "pretty 
upfront" FF column. What he doesn't know is that I also opened it up for 
discussion on Echo—a Manhattan-based computer teleconferencing sys¬ 
tem I'm part of. I posted my column there in it's entirety and invited 
responses. What follows are some sections of that conversation. The names 
have been removed to protect the issues. I thank the people quoted here. 
Forgive me for having to edit. To read this discussion in it's entirety or to 
participate, please log onto Echo. (For info call 212-255-3839—voice). 

Some excerpts from our discussion: (Numbers refer to chronological 
order.) 

3) In a world of slogans and bumper-stickers, I believe that the unclear¬ 
ness some of us feel about the war is, uncomfortable as it may seem, better 
than the satisfaction of having the right answer. I admit to ambivalent 
feelings about all sorts of stuff to the point that it paralyzes me into inaction 
when perhaps I should be doing something. But perhaps I shouldn't be 
doing something? Can you accept that the way things are is confusing, 
uncomfortable, ambiguous, perhaps even evil? And that this applies to the 
within as well as the without? 

9) I'm into accepting the death and destruction as a given and discussing 
what alternatives are available. Acceptance doesn't mean being passive. It 
means accepting what is so you can deal with it in a realistic way. 

10) I think that the time for a peace movement is before the outbreak of 
war. Once you're in a fight, the side that is racked with self-doubt is at a 
real disadvantage. I think that the government/military/media power 
structure at least knew that they were no longer fighting Vietnam. I am not 
sure the same can be said of the peace movement. 

12) Insofar as "Peace Movement" types delude themselves that they are 
part of some kind of huge national groundswell, they will be "confused and 
disappointed" by the huge public opinion figures against them and blame 


them on the "cheerleading media" who sold them out. Some times the 
popular mood may run with you but most of the time we'd really rather 
go to the beach. 

13) I felt extremely hopeless through the entire thing. All I wanted was 
a chance to mourn, a chance to feel sorrow and I don't feel that I was allowed 
to have that in any way. I've been groping around, trying to muster up a 
little faith, a little fearlessness concerning all of this, and I haven't been able 
to. I know that everytime I saw a yellow ribbon or an American flag I felt a 
little sick inside, like this mutant society had taken over and I wasn't 
allowed to keep my edge. I had to turn into Pollyanna and be supportive 
and cheerful wnen all I really wanted to do was lay face down in my bed 
and listen to old Dylan albums. 

14) I do think you are right about people prefering to go to the beach. 
Or the mall. Or watch tv. It's true. Is human nature the enemy here? Are 
we just too lazy? 

15) The war, and everything else that people have screwed up on this 
planet, was the result of short-term gains being given priority over long¬ 
term stability. The landfills fill up because it's cheaper right now to throw 
stu ff away than to reuse it. It isn't really cheaper, it's just that we don't have 
to pay the full price of throwing it away anytime soon. People are the only 
animals with any kind of idea about the future, so it's no surprise that we 
don't handle it real well. Never forget that we are just another species of 
animal on this planet, and a recent species, to boot. Earth has coped with 
disasters just fine in the past. It will cope with us in the long run. 

17) I think that this is not just about peace efforts. This is about the fact 
that those of us with a "certain" outlook on things, tho we have always been 
a minority, seem to be more and more in an internal exile - paralysed, 
discounted, depressed, ineffective, villified sometimes, but mostly ignored. 
I also sense that there are a lot of us going thru similar soul-searcning at 
this time... there seems to be a feeling out there that the 90s will be a crucial 
time; if we can't get our shit together soon, we may miss the train alto¬ 
gether.... we may miss the chance to make the future viable and to our 
liking. 

19) The fact is, for better or worse, the war was immensely popular 
across the broad spectrum of the American people. If Gallup or another 

oiling agency was asked to profile online users in the US on services like 
he Well or Echo, I think we would agree that the results would show how 
unrepresentative of the country as a whole this group of onliners would be. 

20) How do we separate the news media from public opinion? Were the 
majority of Americans really pro-war or were they just talked into it? I want 
to know how this might be altered in the future to give more creedence to 
the long term solution which undoubtedly won't be as easily achieved but 
might be ultimately a more intelligent path. 

23) I think the war was brilliantly produced to entertain Americans. The 
one thing that America can still do is entertain—we entertain the world. 
What I find disturbing is thattheonly way America can care aboutanything 
is to be entertained by it. I think that America saw this war as (apart from 
whatever genuine responsibility we might have had) a terrific opportunity 
to have a good, old-fashioned war, a war people could love. If only peace 
were as entertaining! 

24) There is certainly some truth to this, but "entertaining" a constitu¬ 
ency is part of political leadership in a democracy. That's one reason 
managing the news is so important to the Bush administration. They have 
been appallingly successful breaking the stories they needed at the right 
time to keep popular support behind each step of the Gulf War. 
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25) I am cynical enough to agree with you that entertaining a constitu¬ 
ency is a part of political leadership. But don't you think that we've gotten 
far too good at it lately? I mean, we've got it *down*, and modern polling 
techniques make a mockery of true democracy. 

26) Political entertaining is a lot like 'street' entertaining—you can be 
sure that if it's *really* interesting you're being set up for a pocket-picking 

28) We need to be saavy about this. We need to accept this "entertain¬ 
ment" factor as a given and beat them at their own game. The Republicans 
have done this and emerged victorious since 1980. How can we make peace 
as sexy and exciting as war? How can we make helping as sexy and exciting 
as greed? 

29) First of all, don't call it peace. Call it the War on War. 

30) We could start by analyzing to the dollar what this war cost us for 
our 6-week thrill ride through thedesert. This kind of entertainment doesn't 
come cheap. 

33) I see in the above item a drift and a lack of focus and movement 
towards a goal, answer, or conclusion. This is different from items I have 
seen that were geared to action-It looks like we may be more effective as a 
tool for organizing actions as opposed to organizing ideas. 

38) The opposite of violence is pleasure. But pleasure is suspect. And 
hard to experience for people brought up on violence. It also offends 
puritans. AIDS hasn't helped either. We need better PR for pleasure; more 
pleasure all around, lots of it....Which means we need to stop being afraid 
of each other. How to do this? 

40) You must begin with where the attitudes are now. In consumer 
research (as well as the polling that the polticos do to plan their strategy), 
one ALWAYS learns where the target audience "lives" on the issue, and 
carefully analyzes the etiology of their position, before attempting to appeal 
to their sensibilities. War is mostly about hanging on to territory (physical 
as well as metaphorical) previously won/claimed. The human need asso¬ 
ciated with this behavior is security, and it is complex and powerful 
motivator. It may seem paradoxical, but this nation's support of the war 
grew out of precisely the same sense of powerlessness to control thecourse 
of events, that pacifists have experienced in attempting to oppose it. If you- 
want people to stop worrying about being in control, give them ways to 
empower themselves. Peace will follow naturally. 

41) Is the peace movement a moot point? Should we instead be working 
on raising people's self-esteem? Is there a way to raise the nation's self 
esteem witnout getting out the guns? It seems to me our nation needs 
something else to oe proud of besid es ou r military might. What d id we used 
to have that we lost in the last 

45 years? Can we get it back? How can pacifists accept the current 
euphoria, then channel it into something longer lasting and deeper than 
mere military pride? 

47) What I felt differentiated (this) from other discussions of the war, 
was your inquiry into the role of the "self-publishing", or free-form 
telecomm world in the influencing of opinion on the issue. Was (Ted) 
Nelson whistling in the dark with his Computer Lib? 

43) Self-publishing and computer networks are only a tool. They can be 
used by supporters of war as well as supporters of peace. I see little chance 
of a guerrilla army of self publishers edging the nation towards peace. If 
they tried and began to succeed, we'd see a reaction in the form of right- 
wing pro-war self-publishers and so forth. 

45) If the Peace Movement wants my ear again—and I truly want to 
embrace that movement again—then they will have to develop some more 
rational approaches. Smallpress efforts and computer conferences are very 
effective tools, if they are intellegent and represent a balance of viewpoints. 
The Peace Movement will get my attention again when I start hearing 
balanced, rationally-argued discussions, free from a kind of knee-jerk 
propaganda that is as bad—for me worse—than anything I've seen in the 
mainstream press. 

46) I think (#42) meant Ted Nelson, the granddaddy of hypertext, and 
his book Computer Lib/Dream Machines. Ted's a real visionary. 

49) I thought I recalled that part of (the) original question was why the 
on-line community and self-publishers had no effect on the war. 

50) I think the reality on that point is just that we are rather a tiny group 
at this moment. I think we all expect the community to grow exponentially 
as the user interfaces for computer communications become easier to use 
and not just the province of, let's face it gang, a far better trained user group 
than any movement of any effectiveness in a 250million population can be. 

I believe in this kind of telecommunications will create a degree of personal 
freedom and intercommunications that will be the basis of a wholly new 
form of democracy. 

52) I think it's a Good Thing that telecommuning is as small as it is, else 
it'd turn into something resembling network television. 

53) Watch out. History has not been kind to small groups of "the elect" 
who believe they practice a level of truth not available to the great un¬ 
washed. 

55) I think social organisms tend to zero in on small distinctive entities 
with a vengence. 


56) I think there have to be some additional qualities that mark you for 
target practice. The peace movement needs to avoid those additional 
aualities. If they have contempt for anyone who could support the war, 
they are one more quality closer to martyrdom. 

58) Who is this Nelson guy? The idea is NOT to be a small esotericgroup 
but to be a large grass roots force in the United States, much as the Greens 
have been in Europe. They've had their problems too but why can't we even 
get anything like that off the ground in the US? 

59) Worrying about having the right doctrine will get you nowhere. 
Heretics who are unsuccessful are tolerated, but often, they get brutalized 
as soon as they get to be successfuL.particularly if the establishment is 
looking for a handy scapegoat. Nelson wants to make hypermed ia available 
to anyone, wants to create huge databases where anyone can take any 
document and alter it as they wish, and people get paid in proportion to 
the online use of the documents they produce. As for the official peace 
movement, you know, the organizations, I have always stayed away... tho 
I am a kindred spirit, I have always regarded the US organized peace 
movement as, er, stupid. Duped by all sorts of stuff... essentially dishonest. 
The New Options newsletter did a good article on the peace movement 
some months back... 

65) The term "politically correct" (PC) is only used as a put-down of 
leftists. No one called the supporters of the war PC although many of them 
were just taking the culturally correct position unthinkingly. There's also 
the assumption that a PC person does not really feel the position they 
take—thus it's PC to oppose violence and it is assumed that underneath 
you're as filled with hate and violence as the rest of the world. 

67) I think Nelson does fit in- his stuff is about the freedom to publish 
anything you want, and the freedom of anyone else to alter it for their 
urposes - pretty damn important. You could take any PC document that 
as a sane kernel and shape it to you own liking! 

70) From now on I'll make a point of using the term PC to refer to some 
of the dreary right-wing people who wave flags at everything. 

76) Forcing the use of neutral" terminology—or, worse, pre-cengorhip 
of expression that is potentially "offensive"To some ideology—is a cheap 
shot when it comes to affecting real change in our world. Opinions are 
changed by uncastrated, well-articulated expression that reaches as wide 
an audience as possible. Mindless dictating of others' speech and actions— 
which is engaged in by both ends of our political spectrum—is in vogue at 
the moment precisely because no one, and least of all not our national 
"leaders," is willing to do much else. 

78) There is no Left, just lots of little lefts. 

79) The whole left vs. right thing is so quaint and outmoded anyway, 
why a well on it? It perpetuates the dualist mentality, it suggests to progres¬ 
sives that the Right is their enemies.... I am heartily sick of this dichotomy. 
Both sides are hopelessly infected by PC... let them die in peace...In the 
meantime, what can those of us do who want ot work for a better world? 
How can we be effective? 

81) I'd like to see a strong Left in America, though I do think that the 
recent events in Eastern Europe call for a re-thinking of the kind of Leftist 
government that we would like to see. 

83) People on both Left and Right are interested in making "a better 
world" but they have drastically different ideas about what that world 
would be like and even if there were some shared opinions, how we might 
go about doing so. If you want to avoid dualistic thinking, see it more as a 
continuum and realize that the right needs the left both to define it and to 
temper it. What tactics have failed? How might on-line and self-publishing 
networks learn from the mistakes of the past? I certainly don't have the 
answers and I doubt any individual does. But I see the power of networks 
as their ability to create a group mind. 

84) PC is endemic. The religious right is full of it, and has been plagued 
by it far longer that the left has even existed. I think that those of us who 
want a wonderful and just and green world must quit spending energies 
on blaming and looking for the enemy, and put them instead into creating 
real alternatives that work. 

85) What is needed is a step back away from simplistic kneejerking, and 
toward a more intelligent political arena. 

89) This is an interesting conversation. How to connect the dots? It 
would be a pity if this thread was lost. 

90) Well, I think that those of us against the war could not do much 
when the thing was already baked. I am interested what we can do to 
prevent future wars. 

92) I am planning to from nowon to put my energy into voluntary geo- 
and non-geographical communities of all sorts, and as much as I am able, 
to stop feeding it to the nation state. I've had it. 

So, as you can see, no grand conclusions were reached. But many of us 
have "had it." Many of us are already building communities that we can 
believe in. There is no shortage of complex problems to be tackled. What is 
required now is some heroic action. And please, no whining. 
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As much as it pains me to admit this—both because it its a tacit 
acknowledgement that I am not, any longer, the sprightly young thing that 
I used to be and, what is even more distasteful, because it forces me to 
concede that my mother may actually have been right about something 
(although I am still suspicious of that homily about men not buying milk if 
they own free cows, or whatever it was)—it is, I think, an undeniable fact 
that one's tastes and opinions do change as one grows older. 

Now, in my case at any rate, while I may not always have articulated it 
as such (one of the first changes that comes with encroaching age is that 
you get to use "as such" in a sentence without your contemporaries 
necessarily thinking that you're attempting to butter up an English profes¬ 
sor), many of these variations were expected and, quite often, welcomed. 
For instance, since that glad day that I d iscovered that I no longer cared one 
way or the other about maintaining even the pretense of being fashionably 
d ressed (and by this I don't mean fashion as represented by those anticsouls 
on Seventh Avenue, ladies and gentlemen in such dire need of lives that 
they evidently need to derive satisfaction out of reviving the mini-skirt 
every fifteen years just to see if women are still crazy enough to willingly 
sacrifice the ability to bend over, but simply the concept of not dressing 
radically differently from the majority of my peers). I've saved any amount 
of money on such things as $150 leather sneakers, tee-shirts announcing my 
opinions on topics as diverse as Dan Quayle, the state of the environment, 
and the release of the Rocky and Bullwinkle tapes, and memberships in 
health clubs that guarantee that they will whip me into the sort of shape 
that is a prerequisite, they tell me, for willingly sacrificing my ability to bend 
over. 

The moment that I realized that loud, dissonent noises were beginning 
to wear on my nerves was the moment I was freed from the bondage of 
sitting in the dark, smoky nightclubs till four in the morning, drinking what 
was jocularly referred to as liquor and listening to what was jocularly 
referred to as music, and the first time that a heavy, greasy food upset my 
stomach was the first time that it fully sunk in that I would never be obliged 
to send out for pizza again, so you see that there are compensations to this 
business. Nevertheless, there is an unsettling aspect to the state of flux that 
comes with the aging process, and that is when one finds one's longest- 
cherished ideas and beliefs being not only challenged—challenge is easy. 
You can fight a challenge—but subtly altered, day by day, so that one 
scarcely even notices until one wakes up and discovers that one is fast on 
the road to becoming a Boring Old Fart, if one has not yet entirely achieved 
the Farthood. 

As is no doubt perfectly obvious to anyone who has been reading these 
communiques even sporadically, I began taking those initial, totteringsteps 
down thatone-way streetseveral years ago, possibly when I started coming 
up with metaphors like "one-way street", but certainly when necessity—in 
the form of That Birthday—impelled me to change my mind concerning 
the little matter, so popular during my youth, of being able to trust anybody 
over the age of 30. Aside from the extremely human—if, in my instance, 
somewhat pathetic—desire to go on trusting myself, for whatever good it 
did me, circumstances at the time were such that I couldn't help but notice 
that it was the far better part of wisdom not to trust anybody under thirty 
(after all, it wasn't my contemporaries that voted so thouroughly and 
cheerfully a second time, to say nothing of buying all those junk bonds), and 
that pretty effectively took care of that. I proceeded further along the path 
of Old Fartness when I discovered that, not only, as previously intimated, 
did I not want to see Mindrot in a nightclub situation, I don;t want to listen 
to them on record in my hom,e, where I can theoretically control the 
volume, if not the content, either, and, much more to the point, I was 
perfectly capable of issuing forth with a statement like "All that stuff sounds 


alike", a statement so frightening reminiscent of my mother and The Beatles 
that, after my first utterance of it, I took to my bed for three days. I thought 
that the final blow had arrived last year, when I actually, and with malice 
aforethought, voted for a Republican—albeit one was female and pro- 
choice but I was mistaken in that, for I just recently learned something new 
about myself that convinces me even more that I have become the epitome 
of the B.O.F. 

I am no longer interested in The Weird. 

I ought to make very clear, before I dig myself in any deeper, that I am 
not here referring to The Weird in terms of people like Charles Fort and his 
legions of admirers—I've never been particularly interested in that sort of 
Weirdness, figuring that I had enough on my mind most days without 
worrying if the guy next to me on the bus was going to spontaneously burst 
into flames. I am simply and specifically speaking of Weirdness as it 
manifests itself in the Visual Arts (surprise! Remember me? The Visual Arts 
Critic?), which it has done with alarming frequency recently, and which is 
the beginning, not to put too fine a point on it, to cause me to have visions 
of drowning David Lynch in a cup of coffee-okay, a large cup of coffee— 
and burying him with a stake of donut dough through his heart. 

It was not always thus. In my youth—all twenty minutes of it—I was 
as prone to appreciate The Weird as was the next person. As a charter 
member of My Generation, I obediently attended film festivals composed 
entirely of 15 minute loops of people having their nipples pierced, sat 
through off-broadway play after off-broadway play detailing the life his¬ 
tories of Victorian circus freaks, people whose sexual proclivities tended 
towards the rampant, not to say exotic, and Anais Nin, and laughed 
dutifully at Firesign Theatre routines, even—or especially—when those 
routines were performed by half-drunk college sophomores at the sort of 
party where gummi rats are considered an hors d'oeurve, so you see that 
I've done my time with The Weird. But I've had it. I've just had it. Maybe 
it was Twin Peaks —about which I've already spoken at tedious length— 
maybe it was Molly Dodd —who I used to like, until she started subjecting 
me to one of those goddamned fantasy-sequences-with-bluesy-saxophone- 
accompaniments every goddamned week—maybe it was even Moonlight¬ 
ing — about which the less said, at this juncture, the better—but whatever 
it was, I have come, of late, to view most attempts at Weirdness as self-con¬ 
scious, coy, smarmy, cute, or, worst of all, deliberate copouts tossed into a 
plot to d isguise the fact that there isn't much of anything else going on there. 

Take, for example—and you know I'm just dying to add "And I wish 
somebody would"— Dinosaurs, which is the current Weirdness Darling of 
whatever set it is designates that type of thing. Dinosaurs is pretty weird all 
right. Even I'll give it that. It's about this family, see, a mother, a father, two 
teenaged kids and an "unexpected" baby, and Mom stays home and takes 
care of the house—which is fairly Weird all by itself, for a programme made 
in 1991—and Dad goes to work and has a bad temper and is pretty much 
of a dolt, but a nice guy, withall, and the teenaged girl is snotty and frivilous 
and the teenaged boy is a genius and a wimp, and the baby is smarter than 
everybody else, and the capper to all this is that they're dinosaurs—big, 
clumsy, prehistoric lizards—and this is all supposed to be going on before 
the dawn of recorded history. Okay. 

Through the magic of something or other—it might be animatronics, 
but I'm not up enough on this stuff (or interested enough in the effects) to 
really know. I was scared by an animatronic Abraham Lincoln at the 
World's Fair in 1964 and that finished me on the topic, apparently forev¬ 
ermore—we are allowed to see these d inosaurs in all their lumbering glory. 
The premise of the thing supposedly is that, except for the fact that they arc 
big, clumsy, prehistoric lizards, they're just like you and me, and the 
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humour supposedly derives from the ways in which big, clumsy—well, 
you know—would adapt to "civilized" living—adaptations that include 
sneering at the primitive humans who are viewed more or less as we view 
cows grazing in fields as we drive by in our cars (if you can suspend 
disbelief enough to allow for dinosaurs in house dresses and hard-hats, you 
can suspend it enough to allow for dinosaurs and humans existing in the 
same time period. Come on—you watched The Flintstones, didn't you?), 
refrigerators full of still-breathing, moving, and occasionally escaping, prey 
(which is purchased in the invertebrae section of the supermarket), and 
houses built of slabs of stone. On these grounds, it is, of course, not only 
acceptable but almost obligatory for the dinosaurs to make comments that 
reflect cleverly on our own dearly beloved adaptations to the world, and 
even I am not dense enough not to recognize satire when I see it, and this 
would all be well and good except that none of it is terribly funny. 

As a matter of fact, it's all thuddingly tepid and dull—you used to get 
more intelligent parody on TheMuppet Show —besides being, as you might 
have been able to gather, sexist and vulgar (which, unfortunately,is not the 
same thing as raunchy, or even obscene) and out-of-date. The jokes are the 
sort that used to be heard on sit-coms in those dark days before Norman 
Lear and the original Saturday Night Live proved you could get laughs out 
of topics more stimulating than Mom burning Dad's eggs and Sis wanting 
to borrow the car (hell, the jokes are the sort that make you wonder if there 
ever was an Ernie Kovacs or even a Steve Allen), the humour, if you concede 
there is any, rises entirely out of the intensely phony "situations", and has 
nothing at all to do with the character development or the relationships 
(have none of these writers ever seen The Mary Tyler Moore Show? MASH? 
Cheers ? Murphy Brown?), and one gets the distinct impression that none of 
these scripts ever would have gotten past even the most crass network 
executive were it not that the show was Weird, and current conventional 
wisdom has it that Weirdness sells. And, for all I know, maybe it does— 
were I not such a Boring Old Fart, perhaps I'd be one of the several dozen 
people I've spotted recently wearing Dinosaurs tee-shirts. Perhaps. 

Then there's Sisters. I actually had high hopes of Sisters when I first heard 
about it—to be absolutely fair, I tend to have high hopes, fool that I am, of 
anything with four leading roles for women—though I did begin to feel a 
bit uneasy when I learned that all four characters had men's names (this 
has turned into sort of a mini-trend over the last several years, I suppose 
for the same reason that it used to be considered a hot idea to show women 
walking around in men's bathrobes and button-down shirts whenever 
possible—it's meant to be Cute. I have a flash for you. It's not Cute. The 
only woman I can think of who really gets by with it is Glenn Close—a 
decidedly Uncute individual—*nd I even felt a little funny about her for 
awhile after Fatal Attraction. But really, if you're considering naming the 
new baby girl Mykal, I wouldn't). Nevertheless, I watched it the first time 
full of noble expectations and beautiful d reams, none of which made it past 
the second commercial break—the show is Weird. Worse than that, as the 
names of the characters would have told anybody with more perspecadty 
than I—which is just about anybody, at this point—it's Cute-Weird. Yup¬ 
pie-Weird. Moonlighting-Weird, a phenomenon which is infinitely worse 
than plain old out and out Weird, to those of us with moderate standards 
and weak stomachs (an admittedly bad combination for anyone who 
watches a lot of television). 

There are no lunch-pail toting dinosaurs in Sisters. There are, in fact, no 
dinosaurs at all, and if there were dinosaurs, they'd be driving BMW's and 
wearing Italian suits, but, anyway, there are no dinosaurs. What there are 
are four adult sisters who quite obviously don't particularly care for one 
another, but who keep getting tangled up in each other's lives. One has an 
out of work husband who spends his time singing into a carrioca machine 
(someone at NBC must have been given a carrioca machine for Christmas 
last year. One turned up on Cheers recently as well, where it was used much 
more effectively, if only because it only lasted for one episode), one has just 
discovered that her extremely rich and powerful husband is a closet trans¬ 
vestite and goes away for business weekends during which he wears nicer 
lingerie than she does, one has just gotten seperated from a man who is now 
dating the fourth sister (Julianne Phillips, the former Mrs. Bruce Springs¬ 
teen, in case anyone really gives a damn), and they all get together and talk 
about all this stuff while sitting in a sauna which, aside from giving a nice, 
steamy, other-worldly effect (and, incidentally, being a shot-by-shot rip-off 
from St. Elsewhere, which itself ripped off a play called Steamhath), also 
allows an opportunity for all four actresses to be nearly-naked but still in 
context. 

In between the steaming and the talking and the peculiar intra-family 
discoveries (and I personally have one sister who's who's married to a 
dwarf and another sister who's married to a man who looks so remarkably 
like my deceased father that it gives me the willies every time i look at him, 
so I know that some unusual things happen in families, but a lounge singer 


wanna-be and a transvestite and a menage that's straight off The Sally Jesse 
Raphael Show, all within a couple of miles of each other? Isn't that pushing 
the envelope just a little?), there are rapid-cut, black and white flashbacks, 
fantasy sequences (gosh darn that Molly Dodd, anyway. This is all her 
fault). Woody Alien-style angst, and enough Thirtysomething-ish introspec¬ 
tion to give credence to Taylor Negron's complaint that living in Los 
angeles is like being in group therapy with eight million people, and it's all 
terribly, terribly Weird, but Adorable and Comfortable enough so that, one 
imagines, a person can just come home after a tough dayorsheis being just 

awfullyartsy and bohemian and with itand, well. Weird. A kinder, gentler, 

Eraserhead. 

Do you know what I want, just once in my life? I want someone, anyone, 
to tell (or, more exactly, since this is Visual Arts, show) me a story, a real 
story, a story with character developement and motivation and sense and 
reason, one with—dare I use a cliche—a beginning, a middle, and an end 
(yeah, I guess I dare, at that), all in their proper places, and one in which 
some changes happen to at least one, and preferably more, of the main 
characters. It wouldn't hurt if it had a little humour in it, and it wouldn't 
hurt if there were some dramatic moments as well, but you can spare me 
the dizzying leaps from black and white to colour and back again (that 
impressed me in The Wizard of Oz and The Purple Rose of Cairo, but it's since 
started to lose its charm), and the dry-ice smoke effects, and the languid 
dreams, and—oh, please God—the fantasy sequences. Just show me a 
straightforward, linear, unadorned, intelligent story, and I'll retire happily 
to the Boring Old Farts Home and spend the rest of my days listening to 
old Randy Newman records, reading Somerser Maugham (now, there's a 
linear storyteller for you), and complaining about how you can't get decent 
service these days, and I'll never bother anybody again. 

I promise. 

P.S. Since I spent so much time lastyear castigating Bill Murray for being 
lazy, it seems only fair to mention now that his new movie. What About 
Bob?, is funny and charming and extremely well done. It is .pnusual and 
off-beat without a trace of Weirdness. Thanks, Bill. I needed that. 
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NIGHT OF THE WIZARDS

According to THE PACIFIC ISLANDS MONTHLY, January 1968, "A 
serious young District Officer told me, 'The Cargo we had here (in the 
Western Highlands) was the Bank Cult. All through the jungle the natives 
made little buildings of bamboo in the shape of banks they had seen when 
they went down to the coast, complete even to tellers' windows. The natives 
believed they had only to wait for the money to come out.'" 

More than a century ago, the French anarchist, P.J. Proudhon, proved 
that, at least for workers and consumers—everyone but bankers, in fact— 
government monopolies upon the production of currency made no sense 
at all. That is to say, they make less sense than building a bank and waiting 
for money to grow in its vaults—especially if you allow a board disguised 
as a government agency, but composed of private bankers, to "regulate" 
interest rates. Nearly all economic theories—all that fail to challenge the 
wisdom of letting the State and the banks monopolize coinage—are more 
uurefl/isticthanCargoCults. Classical economics—whether of the Manches¬ 
ter or Austrian capitalist schools or the Marxian or Keynesian socialist 
family—whether supporting a government-maintained gold standard or 
fiat paper money—is nothing more or less than a heated, and sometimes 
violent, dispute among Cargo Cult Messiahs and their followers. All are, 
to be precise. Bank Cults—which in the form of usury, inflation and 
war—impoverish everyone but bankers. 

Behind this madness lies an explanation. People are not just stupid. A 
conspiracy, often called The Illuminati, is keeping them ignorant. Calling 
this secret society the Knights Templars is closer to the truth, for the 
Templars were the first bankers of Christiandom whose only competition, 
significantly, was at that time Jewish. Theoretically suppressed by King 
Philip the Fair, its last Grand Master, de Molay, burned at stake, the Order 
of the Temple—virtually a multinational corporation by then—can but 
have gone underground. Not only are there Masonic societies bearing the 
stamp of Templar influence, the Red Cross of their kindred order, the 
Hospitallers, is the national emblem of Switzerland—and where are banks 
to be found? 

So much for the economic insanity of our age. What about other realms 
of endeavor? Virtually the same pattern is repeated. 

All commonly held views, all established and "respectable" ideas— 
without exception—are garbled versions of hidden realities. A monk asked 
a Zen master what was the difference between enlightened and unenlight¬ 
ened beings. Enlightened beings, the master said, know they are enlight¬ 
ened. The unenlightened, he added, do not realize they are enlightened. 
Even that is half backwards. Discordians understand thatDiscordianism is 
a Cargo Cult, lead by psychopathic and/or deluded Messiahs and com¬ 
posed of confused followers. That's why we are more enlightened than all 
others: because we understand that we are confused. Orderlies are so 
confused they don't even think they are confused! 

In the immortal words of Malaclypse the Elder, "It matters not a whit 
that our teachings are false, BECAUSE WHAT WE ARE SAYING IS TRUE!" 

A yet more striking example of Cargo Cultism can only be revealed after 
first telling you about a secret society far more powerful than even the 


Templars I speak of the Avonites, of which no doubt 
you have never heard, because few tongues dare speak 
of them. 

Once again I shall have to quote The Morning of the 
Magicians by Louis Pauwels and Jacques Bergier. After 
discussing the hydrogen bomb, they say, "Nothing can 
be done with these 'ultimate' weapons except develop 
them further. In the realm of avant-garde operational 
research the frontiers between good and evil are contin¬ 
ually shrinking. Every discovery at the level of basic 
structures is at the same timeboih positive and negative. 
Moreover, as techniques progress, they do not become 
more complicated; on the contrary, they get simpler, 
moving on to a plane where elementals are involved. 
The number of operations diminishes, and less equip¬ 
ment is required.

The scientists 
ave convinced the rich that they would be better off, and the ruling class 
that they would become me re powerful if they invoked their help. And 
they have rapidly won for hemselves a position beyond wealth and 
beyond governments. How has this been done? In the first place, by making 
everything infinitely complicated. When intellectuals wish to gain control, 
they complicate as much as p issible the system they wish to destroy so a« 
tQ render it defenseless, as th * spider enmeshes its victims in its web. The 
so-called 'ruler,' the propert ?d and the governing classes, are no longe: 
anything but intermediaries a an epoch which is itself intermediary. 

" ...It is in this sense that hh tory represents a Messianic movement of the 
masses. This movement coin des with the concentration of knowledge in 
the hands of a few...In the wa/ closed circles come into being very similar 
to the guilds of the Middle Ages, whether the subject of study be jet 
airplanes, cyclotrons or electronics...The safe-keeping of techniques and 
scientific secrets cannot be entrusted to the police. Or, rather, security 
officials today are obligated o know something about the sciences and 
techniques which it is their duty to protect. These specialists are trained to 
work in nuclear laboratories, and nuclear physicists to be responsible for 
their security. This leads to he creation of a caste more powerful thai, 
governments and political pc ice."

60 CYCLE HUM "60 Hertz Hum" ($5 CASH ONLY from DBAR, PO 
Box 807, Warwick, NY) Ambient noise noodlings, screeches, swoons, buzz¬ 
ings, guitar feedback, with no real point except To Be, it seems. It builds, it 
drops, with heavy feedback, minimalist sections, some drums, and a long, 
long hum that's fucked with in any number of ways. Random cries for help 
from deep within a sorry spot punctuate the pointless ness, and even the 
"structured" jams wander around in the woods before sitting down for a 
good noisy squat. There are definite Grateful Dead overtones throughout 
this perpetual mind bender.(T/TG) _ 

ABDOMEN OF HYPNOSIS, "Suture the Cardiologist" (D.U. Records, 
PO Box 18677, Denver, CO 80218) Closest to industrial beat, the music on 
this tape is built of drum machine, hard-edged guitar screeching with 
distortion and flange, synths-like sounds, noises, and overdubbed voices. 
Without a bass the pieces are bared open, which works for and against: 
some of the more repetetive beats feel hollow as the well used rhythms they 
are; in the more appealing, looser experimental pieces the openness leaves 
room to appreciate t he sound work and interplay.

Action Buddie is from the same planet as 24-7

Playing mostly 
original material, their approach mixed straight ahead, mildly quirky rock 
with progressive psychedelic overtones, adding a couple of experimental 
narrative cuts, including an Ollie North trial piece. Unfortunately, this tape 
points out that the past need not always be resurrected: A.C.S. was a 
capable band, but their distanced recordings sound lackluster and even at 
times lazy, without the motivating spark that ignites a strongly integrated 

band. (T/PMZ) _ 

AND FAMILY, "Live" ($5 or trade from Greg Stomberg, 303 S. 5th St, 
Oregon, IL 61061) This tape just wanders with live improvisations of a 
western and bluegrass twist from the Stomberg family and friends. Using 
guitar, banjo, flute, cheap synths, accordion, baby babblings, and what- 
have-you, the material ambles along, cutting in 'jams' and sloppy songs, or 
stopping to mumble among the members. With missed and flubbed notes 
and overall extreme looseness, it's almost painful to listen to parts of this; 
occassionally things click into a decent ramble, but there aren't enough of 

those occassions. (T /PMZ) _ 

ANOTHER NATION, "Move Out" (Marz Records, 2602 NW 5th Ave., 
Miami, FL 33127): These folks at least had the courage to come up with 
clever names for the versions of this first single: "A mix for your ears", "A 
mix for your mind" and "A mix for your body" are all provided. They 
feature a heavy dance beat, plenty of synths and sampling (including a 
cameo appearance from our President) and dangerous psychoactive vocals. 
Tight and slick soun ds for the dancefloor. (EP/MG) 

ANTIETAM, "Everywhere Outside" (Triple XRecords, PO Box 862529, 
Los Angeles, CA 90086-2529) Stripping away the softness Yo La Tengo's 
production gave the last release, this is a more fiery fix of folk, funk, and 
raw rock. Tara Key's voice is more urgent and insistent here while remain¬ 
ing forcefully graceful, at times using a charged vibrato in a Throwing 
Muses vein. What suprises is that she is also the woman playing the hard 
guitar lines, mating distorted grinding with subtle strummed inflections. 
But that's what Antietam is about: resolving noisier NY rock with a con¬ 
trolled sparseness that reminds of their Louisville roots. It's an approach 
that works well for t hem. (T/PMZ) _

ANUS THE MENACE, self-titled (Flipside Records, PO Box 363, Whit¬ 
tier, CA 90608) From left cheek to right this anus does a very menacing 
Minuteman take that draws this cooking trio into hard rocking punk 
territory with a vengeance. Really, I can't avoid the Minuteman comparison 
in this spidery driving rock that hits straight on as Johnny Anus bares his 
anger articulately and with raw directness. This is an album of good songs 
and great lines like "I Wish I was Gay (So You Would Hate Me)" or 
'Somebody's poisoning me. Could it be me?' Driving, demanding, but not 
overbearing; I woul dn't expect less from a band on Flip side. (LP/PMZ) 
THE ANYTHING GOES ORCHESTRA, "Brought Fruit / Got Meat" 
(Rastascan Records, PO Box 3073, San Leandro, CA 94578-3073) Though 
the membership is transient, from '82 to present the goals of this CA 
improvising orchestra have been to periodically gather and record live and 
in the studio, merging the disciplines of jazz, 20th century classical, and 
purely experimental sounds. Thus is a lovely piano introspection met by a 
cross cut saw, shortly followed by avante chamber horn and string insani¬ 
ties. The pieces maintain an open and interactive quality, ranging from 
ambient experimentation to enthusiastic abandon, all with a sense of pur¬ 
pose and control, as their receptive audiences attest. Nicely packaged, too.

ApeX, "Love Not Far Removed From Madness" (Apogee, PO Box 
524187, Miami, FL 33152-4187): Lead singer Robert Gonzalez is the driving 
force here, putting together a dark and steamy rock album with plenty of 
panache. He's into exploring some of the dark corners of the mind, with 
songs like "The Cure is in You", and his keyboards mix well with the 

standard guitar line s. Eerie. (LP/MG) _ 

AR280, self titled (AR280, PO Box 55193, Valencia, CA 91385) At first 
listen, this is the same industrial dance music that is heavily layered, 
combined with an overabundant amount of sampling, but there's some¬ 
thing else too. Maybe their beats are just a little faster and their layering a 
bit more controlled. I don't know, you'll just have to he ar it. (T/RS) 

ARMORED SAINT, "Symbol of Salvation" (Metal Blade Records, 
18653 Ventura Blvd. #311, Tarzana, CA 91356): Well, you could call Ar¬ 
mored Saint "heavy metal", but that would miss a lot of the specialness of 
their music. They range from arena rock to reggae in their influences. The 
metalcore is still there, punching and lashing out, but layered over it are 
enough other music s to prove this band is no one-trick w onder. (T/MG) 
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AS ABLE AS KANE, "Big Fist" (Cargo Records, PO Box 9055, 7741 
Drury Lane, La Jolla, CA 90238-9055): Two guys who hide behind their 
synths whilst attempting to sound "dangerous." If I were you, I would head 
straight to anything by Suicide, hell, even early Soft Cell, and pretend bands 
like this don't exist. (LP/RJL) _ 

ASPHYX, "The Rack" (Century Media, 1605 N. Cahuenga Blvd. #200, 
Los Angeles, CA 90028): Very heavy death metal from a Dutch trio. Their 
lyrics go in for Satan and demons and torture and other lovely thoughts, 
and over it all there is the heavy slow murk of guitars stretched to their 
limits. Cosmic grind stones on the loose. (T/MG) _ 

ATROCITY, "Hallucinations" (RC Records, 225 Lafayette St, Suite 709, 
NY, NY 10012) Another speed grindcore metalloid spew band where the 
vocalist seems to be attempting to gut his own throat as he sings. You can 
approximate this tape at home by putting one ear very close to a shop vac, 
inserting the other deeply into a running meat grinder, and listening to 
yourself scream. (T/ PMZ) ___ 

BACKYARD MECHANICS, "Heads/Tales" ($4 (?) from Burning 
Press, PO Box 18817, Cleveland Heights, OH 44118): A nicely packaged tape 
by Luigi-Bob Drake and Kristen Ban Tepper, "Heads/Tales" modulates 
between poetic diction and reading ("Serving Stillness") to cold bare nar¬ 
rative (the AIDS tale, "Rodgers"). Each tale is tightly written and well 
delivered by one of the mechanics, and almost every tale backed up with 
simple but haunting audio color. A wonderful tape, full of the hope and 
despair of our lives. (T/GH) _ 

BANDERAS, "Ripe" (London Records USA, 825 8th Ave., New York, 
NY 10019): Sally Herbert and Caroline Buckley, along with a host of 
instrumentalists, are Banderas. They go in for a lush post-pop with plenty 
of harmonies and soulful songwriting. It's beautiful in a vague way, but 
lacks the character t o really sustain any interest. (CD/M G)[MA#119U 

BARSTOW TV ON RADIO ($3 from PO Box 1803, Manchester, CT 
06040): This is a collection of short humorous sketches, ostensibly from a 
TV station unable to afford a transmitter. Some of the fake commercials 
(watch out for Dentu-Nails) are pretty good. I also enjoyed the wrestling 
matches between va rious Gods. (T/MG) _ 


BELT, "Virgin Milk Shift" (Joel Bender, PO Box 492, New Paris, IN 
46553) A distant beat marches a tattoo of retreat, the sound of the defeated 
limping in return, the general in an iron lung, rasping out a hellish sleep 
that conveys the dour aspects of lost battles, while distant planes fly and 
the enemy clangs on their weapons. A brooding breathing runs throughout 
this bleak work, a doom laden work of environmentally industrial intent, 
with metallic overtones, distant effected drumming, and acoustic guitar 
drones. The mood is black, and effectively so, affecting to raise the hairs on 
a smooth back unde r a moonless night. (T/PMZ) _ 

BIG BARN BURNING, "Topping the Orchard" (Resonance Records, 
547 W. 27th St. #515, New York, NY 10001): Power folk? Farm punk? 
Something like that, anyhow; this trio blasts out originals as well as tradi¬ 
tional favorites (including a hot version of "Drill Ye Tarriers") with intense 
energy. Something new is brewing amidst those apple trees, and it sounds 
pretty good. (CD/MGJJMA#1192]_ 

BIG BUTTER, "From the Udder" ($11.97 & $2.50 postage from T.E.C. 
Tones, 109 Minna St. #391, San Francisco, CA 94105): Idiosyncratic fun pop 
music in handcrafted limited edition, somewhat reminiscent of Savage 
Republic in packaging. They get into surreal situations as in the Zen-like 
"Brown Bear Dream", some percussive experiments, ambient madness, 
and just plain silliness. A cult group testing the waters of more mass 
distribution.(CD/M G)[MA#11931 _ 

BIG CHIEF, "Drive It Off" (Get Hip Recordings, PO Box 666, Canons- 
burg, PA 15317): Narsty metal-biker music for the 90s that all greasy 
wanna-be's will dig. A combination of riffing and good solid rock in the 
Ann Arbor/Detroit tradition that stands up well to that scene's already 
well-documented p ast. (LP/RJL) _ 

BIKERMUTT, "Island of Moreau" b/w "I Won't Hurt You" ($4(?) from 
Chesapeake & Ohio, PO Box 1023, Baltimore, MD 21203) "Island of Mo¬ 
reau" is a gliding psychedelic synth piece that almost makes you think 
you're hearing an excerpt from a hitherto unknown recording of Meddle- 
era Pink Floyd collaborating with Klaatu. The instrumentation has an 
oscillating sound to it, and a very unreal drum set backs the number. "I 
Won't Hurt You" is much louder and more straight ahead, a kind of noisy 
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march with a building guitar as the singer emphasizes the title over and 
over. I don't hear mo torcylces and dogs, but it is a curiou s single. (7"/PMZ) 
BIM SKALA BIM, "How's It Goin'?" (Important, 41 Boston St., Some¬ 
rville, MA 02143): (I dunno why this band bothered with the promo poster 
and bumper sticker; unlike some other outfits, they don't need that sort of 
junk to support their music. Their basic concept is simple: mix the bouncy 
horns and vocals of ska with the more intense rhythms of reggae, tip in a 
bit of calypso, and get those feet a-moving. They do it well, cutting loose 
with 16 tracks here, some world weary ("Wise Up"), some just plain fun 
("Paraguayan Sun") , all happening and hopping. (CD/M G)1MA#11941 
B.K.A., "Clever" (Profile, 740 Broadway, New York, NY 10003): Rap 
music that's more laid back and mellow sounding than most of the genre. 
Besides the title cut, hot tracks include the anti-drug "Stay Free" and the 
summer tune "On the Beach". Cool scratching mixes with the laid back 
atmosphere of their native Virginia to make this a very sensual album.

BLACKEYED SUSAN, "Electric Rattlebone" (Mercury, 825 Eighth 
Ave., New York, NY 10019): Solid downhome rock and roll. The band is 
not super original, except in some of their juxtaposition (harmonica with 
overamped drums, for example), but their music entertains and taps into 
the primordial rock axis. Dancing rocking bombastic guitar-driven frenzy 
leavened with bits o f sitar and bells and whatnot.

Very 
heavy, a bit unpolished, nothing to set them apart from the crowd yet.

BLAKE BABIES, "Rosy Jack World" (Mammoth Records, Carr Mill, 
2nd Floor, Carrboro, NC 27510): More good stuff from Boston's latest pop 


sweethearts. Viciously pretty harmonies, acoustic guitars, little interview 
snippets (at least on the advance cassette) all give it a happy friendly feeling. 

Jangled sounds to s oothe the nerves. (T/MG) _ 

BLOWHOLE!, "Fibrillation" ($4 from Apraxia, PO Box 765, Manitou 
Springs, CO 80829): While listening to this blaring from the car stereo one 
morning, I passed by a local upscale eatery whose chalkboard proclaims, 
"Relaxation without fibrillation". And my fantasy prank was to park 
outside and crank the volume even louder, unsettling those caffeine-free 
brunching, new age creamy-bland yuppie souls with this inspired urban 
swamp crash- crunch-crush, and blow-woe-woe them away into a jangled- 
nerve Soft Machine alternate universe (and, of course, still escape before 
the all-cotton management called the cops.) In reality (oh well), I drove on, 
groooving to the degenerate sax wail of "mur mur", the unregulated 
percussive thrashing just the thing I needed to get me through the day. It's 
all horns and percussion, as I said, with the tape work barely noticeable, in 
freewheeling first-take form, as it should be.

THE BLUE HEARTS, "Blast Off!" (Juggler Records Limited, 1101 SW 
Washington #134, Portland, OR 97205): I hadn't heard of these guys before, 
but this is a great release! The group is in a pop/punk mode that reminds 
me of early Clash, full of boundless energy and a vigor that surprises...then 
at times they throw in a bluesy harmonica riff or something and who knows 
what will come next. Lyrics are all in Japanese, but they come with a

BOBBO, "I'm Not Valentino" (Spitfire Records, PO Box 1837, New 
York, NY 10009-8910): Bobbo is a surprising low-key sort of group that one 
would not expect to come from an attitude-ridden city like the Big Apple. 
These are unambiguous, simple songs, played with an abundance of 
"twang" that would make any bar owner sit up and take notice. This is the 
sort of record punters-turned-homebodies can settle down to when they 

get a vague urge to go out. (LP/RJL) _ ~~ 

BOOTY BEAR, "Stairway to Your Infant Ass" ($3fromDaveSchall,PO 
Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224): Lousy musical quality and filthy lyrics mark 
this release of rap-deconstruction. They sing about burnt cake and sex and 
being dorks and who knows what else. Junior high level lyrics meld to 
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sarcastic playing, cheesy keyboards and an overall snide man¬ 
ner here. (T/MG) _ 

BOLT THROWER, "War Master" (Combat/Earache, 187- 
07 Henderson Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): More heavy duty death 
metal from these grinding import dudes. They're British, 
though you'd never know it from this release and its straining, 
tortured guitars. Turning it up loud is like rubbing gravel 
directly into your ea rdrums. (CD/MG)[MA#11961 

DAVID BROOKS, "Red Tide" (1 Peck Ave. #11, West 
Haven, CT 06516): Heartfelt originals with simple melodies 
interwoven with the vocals in a manner that reminded me a bit 
of Peter Gabriel's work. David has a talent for putting together 
light but thoughtful songs and tunes that encourage humming 
and smiling. There's an appealing roughness to this release, a 

sense that the music ians are people too. (T/MG) _ 

BURNING GIRAFFES, "Smattering" (E Ticket Records, 

1117 Sausalito, Bartlett, IL 60103): A pop trio which keeps one 
foot firmly anchored in the garage with organ-like keyboards 
and mellow harmonious vocals. The lead guitar by Brian and 
John's bass lines meld well together, creating flurries of sound 
to entrap and amuse. One for the paisley crowd. (EP/MG) 

BUSKER SOUNDCHECK, "Demo Uno" ($5 from PO Box 338, Lemont, 
IL 60439): Disarmingly unpretentious power pop from a trio that's working 
hard at their chosen task of making music. Their music doesn't sound too 
much like anyone else, but they capture the spirit of the garage well, going 
for energy over studio perfection while not elevating imperfection to an art 
of its own. "Your Very Own Flag" manages to be deep and fun at the same 
time, and their bonus cover of "California Dreamin'" is a cut above the 
usual prom band covers. (T/MG) 

CADILLAC BILL & THE CREEPING BENT, "No Turning Back" (Rat 
Records, 547 Crawford St., Toronto, ONT, M6G 3J9, CANADA): Is there 
such a thing as "post-garage"? If so, this is it, a natural sound of struggling 
sixties combined with a notion that people like to dance and weird lyrics. 
Or maybe it's apocalyptic garage, tracks for the coming end of the century, 
boiling over with bizarre psychic connections. Good stuff, in any case.

CAMOUFLAGE^ "Meanwhile" (Atlantic, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New 
York, NY 10019): More lovely music from this German group, featuring 
plenty of synth, violins, keyboards, loops and ethereal vocals. The music 
here is quite beautiful, full of subtle touches and bells and thoughtful lyrics. 
I love this stuff, and could easily wake up to it every morning for days on 

end. (CD/MG) _ 

CAPITOL PUNISHMENT, "Bulwarks Against Oppression" ($10 from 
Rotz Records, 17 N. Elizabeth St., Chicago, IL 60607-1911): Mostly political 
punk, though at times they descend to take a few amusing shots, as with 
the anti-metal "Heavymetal Meltdown". In the other direction they do 
some near psychedelic instrumentals. Overall the sound is heavy, and the 
lyrics are designed to demand thought and even action.

CAREFREE, "Das Innere Des Tieres" ($12 from Weed Productions, 
Sonnhalde45, 7800 Freiburg, GERMANY): German-language vocals front 
this punk band—not too surprising when you consider where the band 
comes from. They have a very tense sound, tight chops, and an overall very 
dark feeling—one of the few songs that makes some sense is the eerie

their way along with good cheer, apparently enjoying their looseness and 
making it contagious. "Zendik Farm" is a real winner, a modern counter¬ 
culture anthem with plenty of love behind t. (T/MG) 

CEREBRAL DISSONANCE, "Conception" (2505 Cedar Rd, Lake Ste¬ 
vens, WA 98258) The 4th and final tape of this series puts the inserts 
together to create the image of a withered man. Appropriately, the songs 
start with an introspective "Exegesis," the first of two strongly spiritual 
songs, alongside the themes of solitude and nothingness. As before the 
band play suberbly, rising in strength then settling into fragility, the fretless 
bass and intelligent drumming solid under weavingguitar and key figures. 
At the end of the concept, I'm not sure that I fully understand the work, but 
I appreciate a band willing to work on a larger scale with this much ability

CHEAPSKATERS, "Do This Instead" & "There's Nowhere to Go" 
(Platitude Music) These releases goes in a number of directions, but always 
returns to a basic skate punk of obnoxious qualities, sung by a blister- 


throated Mark Sodom, who strains, gargles and cracks his way through 
socially and politically critical songs. Confrontational and out for shock 
value, a few of the lines get through for a laugh or even a thought, alongside 
some decent guitar solos stuck here and there, but the duration of the attack 
wearies rather quickly.

They warble 
sweetly through some countrified numbers, get a little harder in other 
spots, and have the sense to push Claudia Handler to the front of the mix.

Blvd., Burbank, CA 91510): There are times when I'm glad that I'm out of 

touch with popular culture. (T/MG) _ 

THE CLERGY, self titled (6.00 from PO Box 42191, Portland, OR 97242): 
A contemporary Christian Rock band with the guts to rock out instrumen- 
tally with a rhythm/lead guitar that carries the whole and a female vocalist 
that croons out her lyrics in a pleasant melodic style. Lots of cymbals from 
the drummer and the occasional whammy-oriented boogie break for the 

guitar. (T/RS) __ 

CLOCKHAMMER, "Sun Goes Black" (First Warning, 594 Broadway, 
Suite 120^ New York, NY 10012): Clockhammer walks a tightrope along 
heavy metal, hardcore, and melodic pop lines, "Sun Goes Black" changes 
tempo in skillful 360 degree turns from power age of the Phil Spector wall 
of sound, to 70's ballad slowness, to an almost speed-core fastness. "Stand¬ 
ing By" is more of the same approach in a killer live version. A real winner.

COLDW ATER ARMY, self-titled (Manufacture Sound Output Co., PO 
Box 37220, Tallahassee, FL 32315-7220): The music is something like orches¬ 
tral disco-pop, but the charm is in the innovative arrangements, lyrics, and 
sheer silliness. The latter shows up both in the arrangements (utilizing 
ukulele, flute, clarinet, cello and other strange things) and the lyrics, rang¬ 
ing from Vlad the I mpaler to the Brady Bunch. (CD/MG )[MA#1198] 
JOHN CONNELLY'S THEORY, "Back to Basics" (Relativity Records, 
187-07 Henderson Ave, Hollis, NY 11423) John Connely is the Nuclear 
Assault frontman, and though this release pivots on hard metal, the pleas¬ 
ant suprise is the depth of variation found around that point. The basis is 
an Alice Cooper inspired rage, particularly in the vocals, and the music 
always returns to this assault. But inbetween and among are acoustic 
musings and tasteful rock forms of progressive intent, with a cover of 
Argent's "Hold Your Head Up High" thrown in, and a closing country goof 
on being a long hair asshole. I can't say that the bombastic qualities and 
metal burn always appeal to me, but I'll credit a multi-dimensional release.

"Prague" is a sound 
infestation that freely plows dramatic guitar progressions over an eagerly 
active beat with a James Bond falsetto and a ton of chaotic background 
activity.

THE CRYSTALLINE PINEAPPLES, "Crystalline" b/w "Faced" (Part- 
Trance Records, PO Box 291, Port Chester, NY 10573): Produced by pot-up- 
all-the-knobs Kramer, this is humorless psychedelic guitar rock at its most 
bland. By-the-numbers fretboard acrobatics, drowned-out vocals, and 
bland riffs. Nothing stands out and nothing comes together. You might like 
it, though. What do I know? (45/KS) _ 

CUSTARD, "Rockfish Anna EP" (Round Record, no address listed): 
Twinky pop that makes XTC sound like Joy Division. Mostly forgettable, 
but "c is for cookie" is infectious bubble gum, the likes nobody has heard 
since the Archies. (4 5/RJL) ___ 

THE DADDIES, "Ferociously Stoned" (PO Box 5192, Eugene, OR 
97405): Atfirst it was just the mellow,swing/funkheavy-with-horns sound 
of this band that drew me in. But beyond that, a closer listen reveals a 
maniac writing lyrics to tunes like "Teenage Brainsurgeon" and the sexu¬ 
ally-charged "DirtyMutha Fuzz". In fact sex runs through a lot of the songs 
here, in line with their original name of "Cherry Poppin' Daddies", and if 
they're not always t asteful, they are polished and fun. ( CD/MG) 

JEFF DAHL, "Ultra Under" (Triple X, 6715 Hollywood Blvd. #284, 
Hollywood, CA 90028): Except for the unintentionally amusing cover of 
"Cherry Bomb", this is a cool album of grungy guitar antics, straight from 
thegarage to the pressing plant. Jeff is in the rock tradition of shallow songs 
and stupid lyrics, but with his phenomenal angry protopunk playing, who 
cares? (LP/MG) _ 

THE DARK THEATER, "Masters of Life and Undeath" ($10 from 
Chaos Network, 3652 Bedford, Detroit, MI 48224): Music from an eerie 
band, poised somewhere between industrial and Gothic. They bring a great 
deal of percussion and electronic assault into their work here, but also pay 
attention to dark and foreboding lyrics. "Eternity seeps through meaning¬ 
less lives" they drone at one point, and their air of mystery is eternal indeed.

DAS FREIE ORCHESTER, "Freitag Der 13" (Jorg Thomasius, Au- 
guststrasse 19, DDR-1040 BERLIN, GERMANY): Experimental music from 
one of the masters of the art. DFO combines found sounds and ambience 
with more structured synthetic material, for a varied and interesting palette 
of sounds. They avoid the excesses of electronic mania and the bloat of 
complete randomness, producing something that sounds alien and yet 
recognizably musica l.

DAUGHTER JUDY, "Hell Toupee" (Garageland Records, 292Barrow 
St., Jersey City, NJ 07302): Great garage rock from the wilds of New Jersey. 
They remind me a bit of the Ramones, only with a female lead singer (Julie 
Schmittinger to be precise). Cool hits here include "Kathy Goes to College" 
("just to meet guys") and their cover of "These Boots Were Made for 
Walking". No hyperintellectual stuff here, just plain fun music.

JAMES LEHMANN, "11:16:64" (Extra Stimulus Productions, PO Box 
1054, Akron, OH 44304): A self-produced CD that combines Beatlesesque 
pop writing with some of the mad energy of early punk and a heavy dose 
of fuzz guitar. Lehmann throws in everything from water glass and 
lawnmower (no kitchen sink though) to bells and sax with his guitars.

LIFE IN SODOM, "Stain" (Nutrix Rees, 36 NE 1 St. #504, Miami, FL

carries a consistent beat, with which syncopated rhythms interact. An 
ornate eastern melody completes the introspective music of this lush piece, 
somewhat a cross between Dissidenten and a modern 4AD work. The 
vocals finish the work, alternating between breathy invocations and emo¬ 
tional singing of the 'Stain in my heart.' As a whole, the song borders on 
pretension, but is saved by it's flowing forcefulness and gracefully dark 
character.

Somewhere on the fringes of rock, these five 
mysterious musicians put together conventional instrumentation with bi¬ 
zarre arrangements, providing spooky moldbreaking sounds.

"Head" is a strange piece with a low-fidelity overdub and 
a yelping line punctuating a sinister riff. "That's the Way" takes up the

Side one is 
dippy, melodic, cinematic synthesizer (and guitar) tunes that could easily 
be TV theme songs. Side Two is less inclined to the predictable chord 
change and da-da-da solo, and I appreciated the Dark Star sound bite in an 
otherwise unexcitin g sequence of music. MIDI must be destroyed. (T/KS) 
MEATHOOKS, "Psychoshitmachine" pisastro-Mix,512E82nd St4B, 
NYC, NY 10028) Strong obvious beats and bass lines hit the foreground of 
thrash guitar distorions and a lot of noise, as upfront obnoxious vocals sing 
and snide songs with titles like "Psychoshit Machine" or "Hell Generator 
Dub." 'Some sounds + lyrics stolen & bastardized without permission from 
Iggy Pop. Thanx Igg y." Not for the timid or the weak of heart. (7"/PMZ) 
MECCA NORMAL, "I Can Hear Me Fine" ($3.50 from Smarten Up!, 
1320 Salsbury Dr., Vancouver, BC Canada, V5L 4B3): This duo's music has 
angst, and lots of it. Dave Lester "creates" abstract reverberating chords 
and notes on guitar, while singer Jean Smith plays with her voice, dragging 
out syllables and varying their timing. The two songs are loosely-structured 
but quite complex, forcing the listener to dig beneath their surface. These 
songs are the sounds of two very interesting people creating something

MERCURY REV, "Yerself is Steam" (Rough Trade, 611 Broadway #311, 
New York, NY 10012): Abrasive melodies with guitar bashing that at times 
recalls everyone from Big Black to the Flaming Lips.

An artifact of aural 
violence, this disc is the stuff of addictive headaches. (C D/MG) 

METAL MIKE "Metal Mike Plays the Hits of the '90s" (Triple X 
Records, P.O. Box 865529) It took me awhile, buFI finally figured it out—this 
Angry Samoan sounds like Ray Davies, and his band sounds like the Kinks 
with a couple of extra fuzz boxes thrown in and subversive (though softly 
stated) lyrics about burning the flag and being high on drugs. Inoffensive 
quirk-rock is one way of putting it; campy schlock that begs to be called 
parody is another; buoyant pop metal with a touch of punk is yet another. 
The final track, "I saw your face" with Lisa Lombardo on guitar and vocals

JOE MILLER, "West Coast Music For Guitar" (Rising Sleeves Music, 
PO Box 11181, Berkeley, CA 94701): Great acoustic guitar work that goes 
from traditionals to folk to modern pop tunes. Joe displays an obvious 
technical mastery, but doesn't lose trackof playing the music, and the result 
is a smooth enjoyable set. Especially amusing is "Medley of Medleys" in 
which 8 famous tunes are played two at a time, without overdubs; it has to

MIND SIRENS, "4 song EP" (Jettison Records, PO Box 2873, Durham, 
NC 27715): Groovy, slow-moving rock that has a few of Galaxie 500's tricks 
up its collective sleeve, yet throws in more interesting chordal changes than 
what Dean Wareham has been doing. The soft-focus guitar sound is in full 
evidence without any alleged psychedelic meddling from the likes of 
Kramer, which mak es this an okay record. (45/RJL) 

MIRACLE WORKERS, "Roll Out the Red Carpet" (Triple X Records, 
PO Box 862529, Los Angeles, CA 90086-2529) With new rythmic vitality in 
a new drummer and hot after a European tour. Miracle Workers show off 
their melodic, rocking strength in these solid tunes. My early impressions 
of this band focused on a fairly rough and even awkward garage approach; 
this release shows them smoothed into a concentrated whole that flows on 
good melodies, solid riffs, considered guitar solos, bluesy harmonica, and 
most importantly, well crafted songs well sung, making even a silly Red 
Kross-like "Magic Slide" impressive. Each listen brings out some different 
aspect of this band's matured capabilities.

MISERY GUTS, "Escape From Planet Gouge" ($4 from Apraxia, PO

and purposely melodramatic (radio theatre) line delivery set this apart 
from, say, current ZBS stuff.

MJB90, "Wonder Bred World" ($5 from Bowman, PO Box 316, Cooper 
Station, New York, NY 10276): Another solo tape from Michael Bowman, 
who has succeeded in creating a distinctive hard pop sound. There are wild 
psycho-romps here combined with softer (but not wimpy) pieces, and a 
sense of pressure behind it all, as if the listener was being pulled along to 
new highs of ear can dy on a stick. Versatile and interest ing. (T/MG) 
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MONSULA, "STRUCTURE" ($6 from Lookout Records, PO Box 11374, 
Berkely, CA 94701) San Francisco hardcore carrying a strong 
Fugazi/Threat influence in their motivated sound. Technically good if not 
particularly self- distinguising, they play with crisp back beat rhythms, 
churning bass and ripping guitar work. What draws this together are the 
lyrics, sung clearly and with an intensity of commitment. The topics cover 
coping with isolation and hatred, responsibility, and negative experiences;

With Vanessa Brisoe Hay on vocals, there are times when 
they sound an awful lot like the B-52s, with a funky and less than com¬ 
pletely serious attitude. But they also get down to some serious furious 
rocking, making this one an exhilarating experience.

QUAKER YOUTH ENSEMBLE, self titled ($5 from 2101 N. Hoyne 
#3R, Chicago, IL 60647); A crisply recorded (to DAT!!) live five songs that 
more than meet the energy quotient required to totally impress an arty-farty 
music reviewer or college concert bored. Perhaps you can call it speed-funk, 
stovetop hot, wah wah pedal workin', all the right pauses, young like 
there's no tomorrow, brave like yesterday is dead. (Note the innersleeve 
photo of "FUNK" on a tombstone.) They "wind down" with a universally 
inspiring command: "Get it good, got it good/Got it good, GET IT BET- 
TAH!" A power-funk trio with imagination, brains, a neat air- brushed 
sticker and a song ca lled "Styrofoam Box". Book 'em. (T /KF) 

QUASI & THE MODO'S, self-titled ($5 from Modern Dino Studios, 
PO Box 48584, Mt. Clemens, MI 48048-8584): Varied music that partakes of 
everything from soul to technodance, but settles mostly in the 
folk/pop/rock arena. There are catchy little dance tunes here, mellow 
instrumentals, and crazy electronics. Sort of sprawling and unfocused, but

QUIT, "Earlier Thoughts" (Esync Ocular Interchange, PO Box 380621, 
Miami, FL 33238) Bouncing hardcore/pop, as unlikely a mate as those 
descriptions may seem, Miami's Quit makes a clean and busy sound of 
narrative singing set against rattling spring guitar distortions and quick 
rhythmic expulsions.

CHRIS REA, "Auberge" (Atco, 75 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, NY 
10019): Multi-faceted pop music drawing on everything from slide guitar 
to gentle murmured melodies. There is an almost rock opera feeling to 
Chris's music, as he builds up complex pictures before moving on. Love 
songs, ballads and other retro-music abound, in a music for the senses 
rather than the head.

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REIN SANCTION, "Broc's Cabin" (Sub Pop, 1932 1st Ave. #1103, 
Seattle, WA 98101): Well, despite the fact that they fit right into the Sub Pop 
sound (whatever you understand that mythic sludge of guitars and mum¬ 
bling to represent), this band hails from sunny Florida. Seems like it can't 
be so sunny where they live, else why would Mark Gentry have learned to 
mistreat his gu itar this way?

THE RESIDENTS, "Freak Show" (The Cryptic Corporation, 415-543-

Between the bookend 
pieces "Everyone Comes to the Freak Show", and "Nobody Laughs When 
They Leave", 7 freaks are presented. The recording is excellent, and the 
tunes are weird enough, but I didn't find myself playing this over and over.

Ed-E is into having fun and producing joyful 
noise, pulling out the stops for dancing and throwing in all sorts of vocal 
touches.

RUDE AWAKENING, self titled ($7.00 from PO Box 3052, Kalamazoo, 
MI 49003-3052) Metal of the Fundamentalist Christian nature that is very 
heavy both instrumentally and also message wise.

MITCH RUSHTON, "Orion" ($5.50 from Chris Phinney, Harsh Reality 
Music, PO Box 241661, Memphis, TN 38124-1661): Mitch is one of those 
synthesizer guys who likes to list the model numbers of his equipment on 
the cassette sleeve. He's also one of those synthesizer guys who isn't afraid 
to use a drum machine (Casio RZI Rhythm Composer, to be precise). His 
deal is as follows: (1) set up a fairly complex, but basically linear and 
unchanging riff pattern, (2) put it on auto-pilot, (3) drop in a melody line 
and/or solo for about five minutes or until boredom sets in, (4) fade out or 
go for grand finale, (5) repeat. This flexible technique takes us from "Alpha" 
to "Omega" with a few other Greek letter stops inbetween. If that sounds 
like your bag, go for it.

RUTH'S REFRIGERATOR, "Suddenly a Disfigured Head Para¬ 
chuted" (Cargo Records, PO Box 9055, 7741 Drury Lane, La Jolla, CA 
90238-9055): Pleasant if forgettable pop with what has to be the most 
outrageously twinky/"bad" lyrics I've read in a long time; a musing on 
naming a bird Randolph is just the tip of the iceberg. The music touches 
Syd Barrett, Robyn Hitchcock, even the TV Personalities but doesn't quite 
get it.

SANDY DUNCAN'S EYE, "525NTSC" b/w "SUB" (Flipside Records, 
PO Box 363, Whittier, CA 90608) Sandy Duncan always seemed so cute 
when I saw her on TV, but this band fairly burns in a Big Black kind of way, 
singing harsh lines with a Lee Renaldo vocal distance over chattering, 
wailing guitar and hardcore inspired rhythmic fury. The B side "Sub" is 
more relaxed, with crunching, flanged guitar bends and a straight ahead

Schutze's work puts mein the mind of Carlos 
Casteneda's work; it has a quality of indirect teaching and epiphany to it.

DAVID SCURR, "Preoccupations" (DOVentertainment Inc., 2 Bloor 
Street West Suite 100-159, Toronto, Ontario, Canada M4W 3E2): This begins 
with a recording of an old woman recalling when... Scurr proceeds to make 
low sounds throughout with tape loops. "Three Lies Told By Specialists" 
is highlighted with manic crashing in addition to the muddy tape noises. 
"A horse and buggy passed by on Sunday, and that was the traffic for the 
week," she repeats and repeats. Darkly interesting, but just not quite.

SEA MONKEYS, "Sea Monkey Theme Song" b/w "Everything's Ar¬ 
chie", "Food Emporium" ($19.95 for 6 mo. sub from Vital Music Records, 
81 Second Ave, NY, NY 10003) As a kid, I must have bought a sea monkey 
kit a year, each time disappointed that no baby sea monkey sat at a crib 
being spoon fed by its mother monkey like it did in the picture on the box. 
Well, this single is a similar disappointment: inane garage rocking, singing 
a silly "Sea Monkey Theme Song," a straight forward forced "Everything's 
Archie," and their only original, "Food Emporium." It's not that it's bad, 
but like it's namesake, it's a rock cartoon image that doesn't fulfill it's hoped 
for promise.

SEBADOH, "Gimme Indie Rock" (Homestead Records, PO Box 800,

THE SEERS, "Psych Out" (Relativity, 187-07 Henderson Ave., Hollis, 
NY 11423): Take the silly pep of the Monkees, mix in some garage sloppi¬ 
ness, power chords, and punk harmonicas, and you'll still have an inade¬ 
quate rock-journalist attempt to describe the Seers. The band has done well 
in their native Britain, and are now invading the states with this wild 
selection of inspired wailing melange.

SEKIRI, "Take Me to Sekiri" (Public Bath, PO Box 2134, Madison, WI 
53701): Fou r cute young Japa nese women playing punk (i.e., they seem only 
marginally familiar with their instruments) on this reissue of a 1988 Japan¬ 
ese pressing. Plenty of crude guitar work, songs about drugs and sex and 
rock and roll, and happy vocals here. The appeal is pretty cultish, for those 
who want to be on the hip cutting edge, though their final bloated guitar 
jam is actually prett y good music as well.

MASSIMO SEMPRINI & GIORGIO FABBRI CASADEI, self-titled 
(Via Alessandrini 4, 47037 Rimini (Fo), ITALY): A blast of musical shrap¬ 
nel—bi ts of kil ler jazz (Monk. Ell i ngton), easy listeni ng (Manci n i, Rodgers), 
rock and roll (Lennon/McCartney, Presley, Zappa), and contorted origi¬ 
nals strung together with audio chicken wire and hurled gleefully off a cliff. 
Casadei's dissonant, percussive electric guitar and Semprini's clean, pierc¬ 
ing alto sax dominate the compositions, but there's a shitload of other stuff 
going on in the mix, which is dense and noisy and aggressive and wonder¬ 
ful to experience (and all squeezed out of the good old Fostex 160 4-track, 
Liberator of the Masses, Bringer of Fire) Particularly excellent are the 
soulful renditions of "Caravan" and "Brazil" that emerge from the chaos.

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SHADOW SEASON, "Let It Go", "Growing" b/w "Apology 7 ', "In My 
Mind", "Tomorrow" (Harvest Records, 1240 Box Elder Dr, West Chester, 
PA, 19380) High power hardcore inspired rock with strong bass lines, 
burning and churning guitars, and hard hitting drums lay the groundwork 
for the five songs of this 7". The vocals, set back into the mix and often sung 
in harmony, are a cry of indecision and fear of the fairy tale life, describing 
a sense of groundlessness and an exploration for answers. Odd that it

Records, PO 
Box 4401, Station D, Hamilton, ONT, L8V 4L8, CANADA): Chewy modern 
music that goes from pop-like numbers to intense multi-layered guitar 
explosions reminiscent of some of Glenn Branca's work. The overall feel is 
sort of post-psychedelia, turgid sounds with bits bursting out all over.

SHELL SHOCK "A Forty and a Hit of Add" (Tim Mullins, 111 E. 7 St. 
#66, NY, NY 10009-5721) A big hard rock sound with a fat dollop of scum 
and punk, this four-song demo relies on blownwoofer riffing (or just a 
Marshall stack acting naturally) and a heavy groove that doesn't let up. 
Singer Clint Irwin whined and wailed his way into my heart with driving 
fury and reckless abandon. These guys must blow the roof off live, even 
without the beer and acid. The band will trade the thing for other recorded

SHLONK, "Eee-Yow" (Community 3,438 Bedford Ave, Brooklyn, NY 
11211) Add Shlonk to the growing list of raunchy female bands that 
includes Lunachicks, Frightwig and Dickless. Shlonk takes on the grungi- 
est, hardcore angle in their loud guitar garage sound, and thanks GG Allin 
first in their list; if there weren't anatomical problems with the description, 
I'd say they make really ballsey rock. Actually, I'm stretching things a bit, 
because the singer is actually a guy who gets off vocally on Gwar, but the 
press stuff says that he performs in ridiculous drag, and is pictured in naked 
submission to the rest of the band on back of the album. Yup, these women

SILKWORM, "Inside Outside" b/w "Slipstream" (Punchdrunk Re¬ 
cords, PO Box 3032, Bellingham, WA 98227): Energetic rock that is recorded

record, but the lack of "finesse" is the very thing that allows the instruments 
to mesh more organically than more "professional" recordings. Sometimes

It doesn't have the same world beat flavor, and sounds 
defiantly home-taped, but the fun is still in it. Try "Cow Punk Massacre" 
or "Angels of the Forest" on for size—madcap instrumentals abound.

Neil Smith writes and performs solo in a midi setting, sequencing 
loops of rhythms and synth cycles and then singing in an effected voice 
above, punctuating the songs with synth melodies. Unfortunately, much 
of the music is predictably cautious, with recurring beats and anticipatable 
progressions, emphasized by a mix that promotes the more static aspects 
of the songs. A more varied, less obvious approach would bring out the

SOIL, "Anywa/' (Hotcon Records Werrastr. 21D-4300 Essen 1, GER¬ 
MANY): Two chord Iggy-type stomp that isn't too putrid. T. Bohai's 


songwriting doesn't break any new ground, but like most music of this 
genre, the energ/s t he thing: this record has ample amo unts of it. (45/RJL) 
SPACEMEN 3, "Recurring" (RCA Records, 1133 Avenue of the Amer¬ 
icas, New York, NY 10036): Lovely guitar and keyboards rock from the duo 
of Sonic Boom and Jason Pierce. Their work ranges from the vocal-based 
"Feel So Sad" to the relentless rhythm of "Hypnotized" to the heavy-duty 
psychedelia of "Billy Whizz/Blue I". Their rising and falling voices over 
thickets of precise strings are wonderfully relaxing, the stuff of drifting

SPECULA, "Ain't No Sunshine" b/w "Seatbelt" (Monkeytech Records, 
2265West Saint Paul, Chicago, IL 60647): Da ring Electronic are the highlight 
of this 7". The music isn't that daring—a slowburn version of "Ain't No 
Sunshine" and a two chord instrumental original—but the sounds them¬ 
selves are the impetus: Slow crunching rhthyms and distorted guitar. Better 
songs would make S pecula a force to be reckoned with. (45/RJL) 

SPHINX, "The Secret Of..." (Alternate Media Tapes, 28 Smalldale Road, 
Great Barr, Birmingham B42 2RX, ENGLAND): this rather experimental 
tape comes from a shadowy group in South Africa (or perhaps it's a 
shadowy solitary person; there is no info as to personnel or instrumentation 
on the label). There is some aggressive (almost unlistenable) static jamming 
here, ethereal Laurie-Anderson-does-tribal vocals, heavy percussion, space 
rock, experimental noise—a tape that changes character every time you

SPIRE AX, "Chlorine Dream" (4AD US, 594 Broadway, Suite 612, New 
York, NY 10012): First off, this is not what one would expect from the label 
that brought you the Cocteau Twins. Secondly, it's quite good, just a 
12-string lead over yer fave chug-a-lug dance beat, along with other nice¬ 
ties. Sure, with ex-Primal Scream-er Jim Beattie at the helm, one is headed 
towards retro-land, but it's a helluva lot better than Man chester. (EP/RJL) 
SPONGEHEAD, "Legitimate Beef' (Community 3, 438 Bedford Ave, 
Brooklyn, NY 11211) Extremist absurdists with pointed things to say, and 
saying them in the most bizarrely sublime or hilariously blunt ways im¬ 
aginable. A trio, Spongehead's music is NYC Village eclecticism, a subtley 
outrageous merging of rock, jazz and funk, using sax, drums and bass /gui¬ 
tar. As a band, the/ve got it together, showing even more vigor and clarity 
than their prior Shimmy Disc release. And when talent like this is applied 
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to songs comparing NY to its sewers- 'river of shit', 
or screaming 'capitalism is on my dick; get it off, 
get it off, get it off,' I can only shout praise to an 
amazing band.

SPRINGHOUSE, "Land Falls" (Caroline, 114 
W. 26th St., New York, NY 10001): Smooth jangled 
intelligent pop music from the emotional edge of 
New York City. The trio features BIG 
TAKEOVER'S Jack Rabid on drums and lyrics, 
plotting a strong path through a sea of guitars and 
intensity. Up front there's the clear pop /folk sense 
of Mitch Friedland, with Larry Heineman wield¬ 
ing excellent bass to meld it all together. Pure 
enjoyment.

SUCKSPEED, "Slow Motion" ($10 from Rotz 
Records, 17 N. Elizabeth St., Chicago, IL 60607- 
1911): Metal with a punk overlay, or punk with 
metal chops, or something like that. They pound 
out the rhythms and follow it up guitar that goes 
from outright grunge to blinding metallic solos. A 
German group with a sound that's distinctly

ST37, "Dimensions Give Quiet (Imaginary Soundtracks)" (Spasms cas¬ 
settes, PO Box 4962, Austin, TX 78765) Extremely limited at (ST)37 copies, 
this puts together live jams and extended experimentation, with two indi¬ 
vidualized bonus tracks from the ST37/Sechtel collage "The Place like 
Name." The opening cut is an improvised soundtrack to Dali's "Un Chien 
Andalou," and employs squealing, bellowing and otherwise over a good 
guitar /bass / d rum setup. Noted for i ntegrati ng voice overs into their songs, 
here they stretch out with a 7 minute overdub constructed theme and 
variation. And there's also some loose song-like stuff in the bizarre ST37 
style. Fans, get goin g. (T/PMZ) ___ 

STARVATION ARMY, "Mercenary Position" (Rave, PO Box 40075; 
Philadelphia, PA 19106) That Prisonshake or Death of Samantha comes 
through as influences on this Cleveland band points out their roots. But 
other approaches and influences also come through, including their obvi¬ 
ous hardcore backbone (not to be too overemphasized), one remarkably 
Firehose-like tune, a bit of the Detroit early punk sound, and even some 
re gg ae rhythms. This amalgamation of styles works for and against, and 
you can be certain I won't recommend this band for white rap, which they 
also attempt. But with their two guitar biting vocal drive, I will recommend 
them for some good nasty rock 'n roll.

DAN SUSNARA, "Something in the Pond" (Dan Susnara, 7806 S. 
Kilpatrick, Chicago, IL 60657): Half an hour of synthesizer (and "occasional 
guitar") inspired, says Dan, by a haunted cemetery he frequents. Spooky 
only in the "booga-booga" sense: it could function quite well as the 
soundtrack to some cheeseball low- budget horror flick, preferably filmed 
in black-and-white. Shameless minor-key synth strings and atonal key¬ 
board flourishes conjure goofy images of shuffling zombies—"They're 
coming to get you, B arbara!" (T/KS) _ 

SWAINS, "Don't Call Us" (Cargo Records, PO Box 9055, 7741 Drury 
Ln., La Jolla, CA 90238-9055): This one is a bit less industrial than most of 
the dance music coming out on Cargo/KK these days, but still solid ly heavy 
in the synth/beat department. "We Can't Be On" is my pick here, a slab of 
samples and repetition and riving beats and electronic touches that soothes 
while it moves. (EP/ MG) _ 

SWANS, "White Light From the Mouth of Infinity" (Rough Trade, 611 
Broadway, New York, NY 10012): M. Gira and Jarboe are back with a lush, 
sprawlingalbumof music so good that it makes you want to slityour wrists. 
Backed by a host of cutting-edge musical friends including Jim Thirlwell 
and Clinton Steele (of Mary My Hope). Narratives of failure, keenly pene¬ 
trating arrangements...the Swans are an underground institution, and this 
is some of their best material yet. (CD/MG) _ 

TAINT, "Prey" ($5 CASH from PO Box 7150, Waco, TX 76714): Nasty 
industrial Gothic grunge sludge that orbits somewhere between loud and 
VERY LOUD. Taint goes in for repetitive noises, dentist-drill rhythms, and 
an assault that doesn't let up at all. Hard to get through the tape in one 
sitting...one has to s urface for air now and then. (T/MG ) 

TEAR CEREMONY, "Nothing" ($4.00 from 741 St. Louis St, Baton 
Rouge, LA 70802) More variation in sound from the first tape I heard by 
Tear Ceremony, "Trickery Dissolves", but still maintains the lovely rever¬ 
beratingguitar and key tones and the liltingquality that describes darkness 
in sound, so turn off the lights and let's brood. (T/RS) 


THIRD COLUMN "Third Column" ($7 from Abraxas Records, 2114 
Goldback Ave., Ronkonkoma, NY 11776) A blast of funny, politically 
incorrect hardcore, something that this quartet is apparently damned 
proud of. Singer Jim Hate says the point of it is to "infuriate the self-righ¬ 
teous," and with songs like "Rug Burn" and "I Eat Meat," they pull it off 
with mostly good results. One reference point is found on "End Justifies 
the Means" which sounds like early Suicidal Tendencies, when the line 
between punkand metal blurred. Grungy, fast and nasty, this is a fine debut 
from a band hailing f rom the bloated midsection of Long lsland.(T/LP/TG) 

THIS MORTAL COIL, "Blood" (4AD, 594 Broadway, Suite 61 2, New 
York, NY 10012) The first This Mortal Coil was great, the definition of 4AD 
in my book, but after that the next release was weaker, and now here we 
are at what Ivo is claiming to be the last. Thank good ness. What at first was 
intensly angst ridden beauty out of the mouth of Fraser has now just 
become a plateau that others subconciously try to reach, and fail, creating 
a music not unlike what is heard in the dentists office. 

THE TOUGH SKINS, "Oier Than Thou" ($2 from Dave Schall, PO Box 
2143, Stow, OH 44224): A tape of 18 songs, all in a low-fi punk mode, and 
heavily loaded with "Oil". Titles include :Cuz We're Oi!", "Search for Oi!" 
and "Oi! Kicks Your Butt". One joke, extended through tortuous minutes 
of grungy playing. ( T/MG) _ 

TRANCE, "Mesmerism" (Charnel House Productions, PO Box 170277, 
San Francisco, CA 94117-0277): An aptly-named project. Trance is a moody, 
ambient tape, although it doesn't break any new ground musically. Mason 
Jones has composed and performed twelve electronic compositions; the 
tape is cohesive and often drones, but has plenty of ups and downs to 
maintain interest. Turn off the lights, light the incense, and relax and freak 
out by turns. (T/DW1)___ 

TRIBE AFTER TRIBE, sel-titled (Megaforce c/o Atlantic, 75 Rockefel¬ 
ler Plaza, New York, NY 10019): Hot South African heavy-percussion 
psychedelia that echoes around the room for hours after the tape is actually 
over. The band combines tribal rhythms with an appreciation of the epiph¬ 
anies made possible by noise, and politics that have made them unpopular 
with the "authorities" in their homeland. A great album to crank up and 
zone out to. (T/MG) _ 

TVTV$, "Television Religion" b/w"U.S.ing US" (World Headquarters, 
2539 Elsinore St, Los Angeles, CA 90026) Looking at the photo of this band 
among a collection of signs that must have left many a bare wall around 
LA, you would assume this to be a punk single. Instead this is more of a 
grunge thing, with pre-metal guitar lines and full churning rhythms. The 
songs are sarcastically aimed at commercialism, "TV Religion" built lyri¬ 
cally on familiar advertising lines, while "U.S.ing Us" is a powerhouse that 
points the singer's erection at the people who believe themselves to be free. 
Good thick tunes poking a finger into the glut of U.S. artifice; places them 
well on my list. (45/ PMZ) ___ 

TWIN HYPE, "Double Barrel" (Profile Records, 740 Broadway, New 
York, NY 10003): The "twin" part is for real, as these rappers are in fact 
twins. Their music is light, less political than much rap, with lots of 
scratching and sam pling packed in. Flashy but not too c hewy. (EP/MG) 

TWITCH, "Society Says..." (Bien Smith, 162 22nd Ave, Seattle, WA 
98122) Seriously solid funky bass and tight rhythm pulses propel this 
Seattle band, with a cleanly raw guitar in front and keys used for effect. 
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This is the platform for dearly defined politically and sodally critical songs 
with a considered intelligence and quite a few direct comments for society 7 s 
demands and contradictions. The attitude is positive if a bit idealistic: not 
stupidly bitching, but stating their views while searching for a clear vision 
that they can share. Lest it sound too serious, be assured that it maintains 
a playfulness that turns their twitch into a virtual spasm of enthusiasm.

TWO TRU, "Among the Ruins" (Feather Records, PO Box 132, Boston, 
MA 02123-0132): Two Tru is Cindy Brown and Lauen Passarelli playing 
light contemporary music with high and sincere vocals.

"girl group", but rather a pair of women making emotional music that they 
feel deeply about. "Another Heartsound", a song of loneliness, is a lovely

TYPE O NEGATIVE "Slow, Deep and Hard" (Roadrunner Records, 
225 Lafayette St., Suite 709, NY, NY 10012) Ex Carnivore screamer Peter 
Steele takes negativity to new depths on this one, complete with " gravita¬ 
tional constant: G=6.67xl0 [etc., etc.]" a song that claims, "suicide is self 
expression." This is a powerhouse album of hate-driven excess, which was 
negative to the point of high comedy and complete alienation. Another 
choice tidbit of wisdom is when the whole band chants "Slut, Whore, 
You're a Cunt" on "unsuccessfully coping with the natural beauty of 
infidelity." (no shit!) Musically this draws on metal, hardcore, gloom rock, 
industrial and more, "der untermensch," which rants about people on 
public assistance as being social parasites, appears to be calculated effort to 
draw negative publicity. This release is musically adventurous and geared

UNI-VERSE, self-titled ($10/$15 lp from Peace Records, PO Box 10005, 
Rockville, MD 20849-0005) Uni-verse is Chris Seyton, playing all instru¬ 
ments in a seriously '70's retro format. The insert has Chris introducing 
himself, explaining his influences to be Tull, Hendrix, Rush, Zeppelin and 
the like; these are definitely heard, from an opening Hendrix riff to Beatles 
psychedelia to the Dead and more. That he plays all instruments is impress¬ 
ive, with no obvious weak spots (though the lyrics are frequently over-ob¬ 
vious), getting a sound appropriate to the era he recreates. I must comment

Various Artists, "22Original Hits/22Original Stars" (397Catharine St. 
North, Hamilton, ONT, L8L 4T5, CANADA): Well, if this CD is anything 
to go by, Hamilton Ontario is going to be a place to watch for a wave of 
good new bands in the college rock and pop arenas. Anchored by the strong 
work of Altogether Morris (who also came up with the idea) this one gives 
you a batch of modern catchiness that you can dance to and enjoy.

The theme is 
"Love Hurts," though, and is heard in pieces like "Liela- Queen of the 
Necrophiles" (an interview), discussions with male prostitutes. Pee Wee 
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Herman and B-grade porn, or the final busy construction on female circum¬ 
cision.

Various Artists, "Bible Belt Warbling" (Blast Records, PO Box 325, 
Glendale, SC 29546): 11 Bands, 23 tracks, spotlighting some of the best of 
the new bands from the Southeast. Curious folks LMNOP are here, along 
with killer rock from Mercyland, the weird sounds of Pancake Garmers, 
the Unknowns, punk nonsense from Eraser in law, and more. A lot of music

Various Artists, "The Big One" (Flipside, PO Box 363, Whittier, CA 
90608): A varied comp that is split between the more than ample pleasures 
of LA's and Frisco's finest. So. Cal's highlights include Big Drill Car, 
Distorted Pony, and Blackbird. No. Cal gives you the ever-wonderful Steel 
Pole Melvins Taskforce, Helios Creed, and the Mr. T. Experience, and then 
some. All in all a good intro to cities that once would have given you

Various Artists, "Burnt... Yeah! Comp. Vol 1" (Resin Records, 2300-B 
Central SE, Suite 198, Albuquerque, NM 87106) This 4 song comp kicks off 
Resin Records, a new 7" label interested in the uglier side of rock. The 4 
bands on this record fall somewhere between grunge and a Rollins-ish hard 
rock, where nothing is in the least bit pretty. Gruelling cuts come from 
Elephant's grungey Gang of Four opening. Cracks in the Sidewalk's cruel 
"Black Rabbit," Big Damn Crazy Weight's Zoogz Rift-y rant, and 
Allucaneat's thick bass lines and twisted blues crooning. Someone wrote 
on the protective sleeve 'play I beg you pussy sick fucker.' Kind of sums

Various Artists, "Dagger Killer Comp. Vol. 4: Add Rain" ($4 from 
Dagger Records + Tapes, PO Box 380152, East Hartford, CT 06138-0152)

Generally based around hardcore and harder rock forms, the music opens 
grungey with Head Springs, making me check to see if it was Tad in 
disguise; their other two cuts were more in the punk vein, also represented 
by Bob Evan's Samiam-like rapid rock, and F Defectives' crossing of 
CA-Dead Kennedies-like punk with an almost british sound.

Washington N. W., Warren, Ohio 44483): I have to confess that I d id n't know 
who Kenneth Patchen was before I heard this tape. Well, he's a dead poet 
and playwright who stands somewhere between Henry Miller in politics 
and W.H. Auden in style, according to his friends, and did dwell in that 
era. From the recollections, readings and other tidbits haphazardly re¬ 
corded from the festival, it seems like he was a pretty cool guy. The festival 
is very small-press oriented and inspired, as Patchen was a writer not afraid 
to self-publish, creating works on ancient handmade paper from France 
which happened to come his way.

Various Artists, "Radio CHRW 94.7 FM Western, the 1990 London 
Compilation" (Mario Circelli c/o University of Western Ontario, Room 
222-U C C , London, Ontario, Canada N6A 3K7); What happens when 
Domino's Pizza backs a compilation album? The result is like their food— 
homogenous, prepackaged, and as tasty as cardboard. CHRW sticks to 
boring, arena-friendly power rock, some with a country blues or jazzy 
variation. The only tracks worthy of a listen are Paul Taylor's "People 
Believe" a Bryan Adams style piece, and Nomad's "Afrika", a bizarrre mix 
of Lady Smith B. M. choral vox and Chris DeBurgh-style pop. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the album focuses too closely on a format thats already dominated

Various Artists, "Rock City Productions Sampler #2" (1415 Main St.

Various Artists, "Talkwork2" ($6.75 from Textured Press/J.L. Stieren, 
2319 N. 45th, Suite #181, Seattle, WA 98103): The second issue of "a poetry 
performance audio quarterly" which transcends the stale poetry reading- 
shtick and lights out for new territory. Stuff on this tape could be catego¬ 
rized as "folk" (Anne Waldman's tongue-in-cheek end-times guitar thing), 
"anti- folk" (Carl Hanni's bongo-driven utopian visionary rap), or "exper¬ 
imental" (Dan Wilcox's long, tense diatribe against Richard Nixon read 
over the phone to a wall of improvisational noise), but categorization is to 
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be avoided even though this review will end up in the "Spoken Word" 
section. The one "straight" reading is delivered with such tongue-tripping 
ferocity by Paul Weinman that to call it a "reading" at all is inaccurate and 
unobservant. This compilation (or, rather, anthology) is the kind of thing 
we should hear on the radio all the time (in fact some of it was recorded live 
on WRPI, Troy): imaginative and sometimes uninhibited exploration of the 
interplay of words and sound —even the lame pieces are at least interest¬ 
ing, which is about a s good as something like this gets.

Mostly you could play 
this on all-night college radio without anyone batting an eye. Nifty tracks 
include those from kiaro skuro.

Various Artists, "Victory Music: 20th Anniversary Year" ($11.50 from 
Victory Music, PO Box 7515, Bonney Lake, WA 98390): The best of the 
Pacific Northwest is rolled up in this acoustic package that spans country, 
folk, blues, instrumentals and more. Checkout the silly Marxist "I No, You 
No, We NoDitty", the lovely hammered dulcimer sound of "Fairy Dances", 
the bluesy "Just Loving You", the politically correct "Valdez", and more. 
Another in a fine str ing of releases from Victory. (CD/M G) 

VEGEMATICS, "Hail to the Household Appliances" ($2 from Nathan 
Ramon Shafer, Hypnotic Products, 177 Cottage Dr, Horton, MI 49246-9727) 
Don't think of taking this band seriously, though they do work at their 
wacked silliness. With 50's idealized photo inserts and songs about vam¬ 
pire killers (with a fight over who is Count Dracula), burning dollhouses, 
or a love retreat at the A&P, you know these guys aren't out for commercial 
success. Somewhere deep inside is an attempt to write some decent music, 
(from Beef Demagio and his Buttnaked Orchestra) and "Comatose Fiance" 
actually sounds nice, though mixed badly. But I don't think these guys 
really care too much about that serious stuff. (T/PMZ) 

VEGEMATICS, "Happiness Is... On the Air" ($2 from Hypnotic Prod¬ 
ucts, 177 Cottage I>, Horton, MI 49246-9272) Folk punk comes closest to 
describing the 2 man band of Beef and Joe. I can't push the punk too far, 
though, as the tape opens with a Dylan-esque song about president Lincoln; 
but a banging version of Mr. Roger's "It's Such a Good Feeling" does follow 
to make the point. With nine tunes in about 9 minutes, it's all rather brief, 
the 2nd side being surely one of the shortest "Rock Operas" ever. Overall, 
it's not an especially smooth tape, and the humor they're looking for doesn't

VIGILANTES OF LOVE, "Driving the Nails" (Core Entertainment, 
21787 Ventura Blvd. #242, Woodland Hills, CA 91364): Folky guitar rock 
with a lyrical kick. Lines like "I know that I'm leprous but hold me anyway" 
capture the cynical spirit of frontman Bill Mallonee. Behind him you get 
accordion, harmonica and plenty of jangling guitars, pop harmonies and 
driving roots rock. A winner. (T/MG) VIOLENT FEMMES, "Why Do 
Birds Sing?" (Slash c/o Reprise, 3500 Warner Blvd., Burbank, CA 91505- 
4694): Although only two of the songs on this album are covers, they all 
have that familiar rock nostalgia feel to them that makes them instantly 
likable. With catchy arrangements and cleverl lyrics, theband puts together 
a solid acoustic rock sound with a stripped-down production that really 
catches the spirit of modern music. An excellent album. (T/MG) 

VISIONSTAIN, "Day Past Ripe" (Silver Dish Records, PO Box 612, 
Brockport, NY 14420): A hard-hitting positive postpunk EP. The band can 
crank out tight tunes like "Flat Black Cat" and looser ones like the title track 
with equal abandon, provoking a singalong energy sometimes combined 
with righteous anger.

THE CONFESSIONS OF WANDA VON SACHER-MASOCH ($17 
postpaid from Re/Search Publications, 20 Romolo #B, San Francisco, CA 
94133): If the name looks familiar you may well be thinking of Leopold von 
Sacher-Masoch, the writer who masochism was named after, author of the 
classic VENUS IN FURS. This is the autobiography of his wife, a fascinat¬ 
ing document set amid a somewhat decadent late nineteenth-century aris¬ 
tocratic milieu. To answer the obvious question first, yes, she did beat him 
(at his demand), but the book makes it quite clear that despite this it was 
not she who was the one running the show: he threatened not to work if 
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she would not give in to play his games, and in that era, she had no financial 
recourse. A strangely sadistic relationship indeed, though infinitely com¬ 
plex. 

The book is fascinating for much more than the sexual innuendo, 
though, or its glimpses of nascent feminism (as Wanda rails in private 
against her fate). She was a keen observer of the social life around her, 
populated by the sorts of people one still finds in fringe literary circles. 
Whether it is a pair of lesbians, a fiercely independent woman, or one of the 
aristocrats Leopold was constantly trying to get her to sleep with (to 
humiliate him) she does a fine job of bringing people alive, dissecting their 
character, and making them sympathetic.

Jim DuFresne, ALASKA: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL GUIDE ($12.95 from 
Lonely Planet Publications, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, 
CA 94607): Alaska, vast and sparsely populated, is the perfect place to lose 
yourself in a spectacular wilderness of mountains and ice. But you 
shouldn't get "lost" without a guide or, in this case, a guidebook. Jim 
DuFresne s ALASKA: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL GUIDE is a budget-con- 
sdous guide to wilderness travel throughout America's Arctic state, with 
71 detailed maps and several pages of spectacular color photos. 

DuFresne, former sports and outdoors editor of the Juneau EMPIRE, 
describes the state's "mystical pull" that draws travelers from all over the 
world, and the high prices that suck the money right out of their pockets. 
The high prices need not be an issue, he says, "because the greatest things 
the state has to offer - prime wilderness, abundant wildlife, clear water, 
miles of hiking trails...are either free or cost little to experience." 

The way the author divides his territory is a little confusing. Though he 
says he's divided the state into six regions, he actually uses five (Wilderness, 
Southeast, Southcentral, the Interior, and the Bush) plus sections on the 
cities of Anchorage and Fairbanks. Perhaps he was thinking of the six 
geographical divisions noted later in the book (Arctic, Bering Sea Coast, 
Alaska Peninsula, Southcentral, Southeastern, and the Interior). 

After sixty pages of valuable general information, including essential 
recommendations for health maintenance in Alaska's extreme climate and 
a full review of travel/accommodation options, DuFresne focuses on each 
region, providing detailed descriptions of sights and activities. These are

The book tells you just how to get access to uniquely Alaskan experi¬ 
ences such as panning for gold or glacier-walking. And it guides you 
through such land marks as Prince William Sound, where the Exxon Valdez 
spilled cargo, leading to a run on the little town of Valdez, whose popula¬ 
tion surged from 3,000 to 12*000 while the cleanup was going on. 

The Bush, a wilderness area including the Arctic regions, is difficult to 
reach except by air, and bush flights are expensive, as is the cost of living 
once there. And you have to be careful where you go: natives of the bush 
can be suspicious of strangers. 

The greatest recommendation I can give this book is that, after tripping 
through its pages, I have a bit of Alaska in my blood. I can feel that magic 
the author was talking about, and you won't get that from any run of the 
mill guidebook.

Jim Dufresne, TRAMPING IN NEW ZEALAND ($10.95 from Lonely 
Planet Publications, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, CA 
94607): To me the most compelling feature of TRAMPING IN NEW 
ZEALAND is the set of amazing color photos scattered throughout—sun¬ 
rise at Mt. Egmont, geysers and mudpools, mountain rivers and creeks, 
glacier-carved valleys...an impressive landscape more beautiful than I had 
ever guessed. 

Like all Lonely Planet books, TRAMPING IN NEW ZEALAND is 
compact, easy to carry, and tough to tear apart. The meat of the book, of 
course, is its thorough description of New Zealand's tracks (trails), most of 
which are located in its well-developed system of state and national parks, 
plus state forests and scenic reserves. As of 1987, these are a all under the 
jurisdiction of New Zealand's Department of Conservation, which collects 
fees for most visitor services. Author Jim DuFresne provides fee informa¬ 
tion where relevant, but a table of fees might have been a nice enhancement 
(though amounts are likely to change). ~ * 

The book is thorough in providing other resource info, as well as a brief 
history of New Zealand and overviews of its geography, climate, and 
natural history. I wouldn't expect to feel lost in time, space, or cultural 
context with this handy guide in my pocket or pack. 

Trail descriptions include estimated duration of travel and a detailed 
description of the walk, including a note about accommodations. New 
Zealand's trails include a system of huts, about a day's hike apart, that have 
places to sleep and to cook. They are sometimes crowded (you might have 
to sleep on the floor), but no one is ever turned away, according to the 
author. 

The maps are well-drawn and easy to read (though, barring a quick trip 
to New Zealand, I have no way to assess their accuracy). (267 pp. tpd /Guest

Cesar Espinosa (ed ), CORROSIVE SIGNS: ESSAYS ON EXPERI¬

Joscelyn Godwin, ROBERT FLUDD: HERMETIC PHILOSOPHER 
AND SURVEYOR OF TWO WORLDS ($11.95 from Phanes Press, 4248 
Kalamazoo SE, Grand Rapids, MI 49508): Coming in at under 100 pages, 
this is nonetheless a weighty tome. It's is a collection of the ideas of Robert 
Fludd (1574-1637), one of the last renaissance men who at the dawn of the 
"age of reason" attempted to answer all of the big questions in a myriad of 
elegant diagrams and illustrations. As the book says, Fludd "became a 
convinced occultist while traveling on the [European] Continent, and 
thereafter followed a career as a Paracelsian physician. His voluminous 
writings were devoted to defending the philosophy of the alchemists and 
Rosicrucians, and applying their doctrines to a vast description of man and 
the universe." 

Within the book are 124 beautifully obtuse illustrations, apparently 
executed by De Bry and Matthieu Merian, under the careful eye of Fludd. 
On one level this is a dense picture book, with elaborate annotation. 
Godwin seems to know his stuff, and obviously holds Fludd in high regard. 
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The subjects cohered in the plates cover such varied topics as the ptolemic 
universe, creation theories. Cabbala, pyramids, seven chakras, meteorol¬ 
ogy, the macrocosm and microcosm. One of my favorites is a plate entitled 
"TheTrinityand the Generation of theFourElements," a three part diagram 
in which the Trinity takes the form of an eyeball, follows it through to the 
Trinity's relation to the sun, and finally to the creation of the earth, which 
drops like a turd from the heavens. Needless to say, words don't do it 
justice. (96 pp., tpb/Reviewed by Kurt Lemming) 

Andrew Jordan, THE INVISIBLE CHILDREN (£5.95 from 33 
Hartington Road, Newtown, Southampton S02 OEW, ENGLAND): 
Andrew's poems are soaked in history, layered like the geological strata of 
the places the dissect. He looks at a landscape and sees those who played 
in it yesteryear as well as those present today, and in careful, precise 
language dissects them for all to see. (D-56t/MG) 

G.X. Jupitter-Larsen, 34 ESSAYS ($4 from N D, PO Box 4144, Austin, 
TX 78765): Jupitter-Larsen is a poet, performance artist, musician and 
philosopher, and these works partake of all those facets and probably a few 
more as well. Written over the past decade, these essays provide a sort of 
spiritual roadmap of his work, maddeningly non-linear but resonant with 
hidden meaning. To read Jupitter-Larsen is togradually lose one's bearings; 
to understand his work is to take a dangerous step away from a reality in 
which A is A and there are solid items to cling to. A semi-poetic exercise in 
opening your mind to infinite possibility. (62 pp. tpb/MG) 

Richard Kostelanetz, UNFINISHED BUSINESS: AN INTELLEC¬ 
TUAL NONHISTORY 1963-89 ($30 from RK Editions, PO Box 73, New 
York, NY 10013): This is probably one of the most surprising books of all 
time, because it is about art and book projects that didn't happen, and few 
people ever would want to publish books about what an artist did not do. 
Richard Kostelanetz, with the idea that what an artist was kept from doing 
is just as important as what that artist was able to do, has collected all of his 
denied grant applications and ignored book proposals for us. It is an 
amazing collection: running the gamut from a simple proposal for an 
alternative writing course to the idea for a collaborative modern opera 
designed to be experienced through all senses and many media. This is not 
always an exciting document, but it is something new. Also available from 
RK Editions (devoted to printing the work of Richard Kostelanetz) is a 
catalog of other offerings. (130 pp., photocopied and velobound) (Reviewed

Tuppy Owens, THE SAFER SEX MANIACS BIBLE (PO Box 4ZB, 
London W1A 4ZB, England) This book acts more as a reference manual and 
travel guide for the sexually aware/interested. Listings and descriptions 
are given to sexually oriented clubsall over the world, including everything 
between Fetishist and Swinger. Alltogether the handiest book available if 
one is unsure of sexual etiquette, touching sexually, or how to find others 
with the same desires.

I would like to respond, as a woman and a feminist, to the letter from 
Molly Gill (editor, RADICAL FEMINIST) in FF #42, regarding the sup¬ 
posed "exploitation of children and youth, sexual or otherwise" in FF#41. 

With the possible exception of an advertisement on page 34, headed in 
oversized bold type "NAKED CHILDREN," meant to draw our attention 
in the perverse to some pornographic zines, which don't feature children, 
I can't understand her concern. 

The drawing on page 3, based on the seal of the Boston Public Library, 
or two young, nude males is completely unsuggestive. It bares resemblance 
to a great many classic works of art. Are we to remove all similar art, 
paintings, sculptures, murals from public view? And what of the photo¬ 
graph on the back cover of that issue? The young girl gazing out an open 
door looks pretty innocent to me. And save her bare knees, she is completely 
dressed. Molly's response to these items seems drawn from emotion rather 
than reality. And at the risk of being insensitive, I wonder what her hang 
up is really about. 

Yes, children are exploited in our society. Sadly exploited by molestors, 
pornographers, advertisers, parents, schools, teacher's unions, drug-deal¬ 
ers, politicians, and on and on.
